Veteran Gay entertainer Charles Pierce accused of sexism by the Lesbian Chorus. Pierce was not at a loss for 
words, “Do you think it was the dress I was wearing or the jewels that confused them?” 


Charles Pierce, world re¬ 
nowned male actress, returned 
to San Francisco last week on 
the 74th anniversary of the 
1906 earthquake. Pierce 
agreed to headline a midnight 
show at the Castro Theater; the 
show was a fundraiser to help 
retire Harry Britt’s campaign 
debt. On the bill with Mr. 
Pierce was organist David Kel¬ 
sey and the newly formed Les¬ 
bian Chorus. 

Pierce was midway through 
his comedy routine when he 
triggered a few tremors of his 
own. The Lesbian Chorus, 
numbering some 60 singers, 
were seated in the audience 


awaiting their turn on stage. 
Mr. Pierce had done Carol 
Channing, Mae West, and was 
in the midst of his world fa¬ 
mous Bette Davis number. 
Several times he chided the 
grouped Lesbians who were 
seated on his right to loosen 
up, to laugh, to enjoy the 
night. The Chorus had other 
plans. 

A joke over whether a wea¬ 
ther vane should have a cock 
or a cunt was greeted by hisses 
from the Lesbian contingent. 
Not to be undone, Pierce im¬ 
mediately took up the chal¬ 
lenge. 


With that, singly and in pairs 
the Chorus stood up and filed 
out of the theater. This depart¬ 
ure was accompanied by a 
thunderous clamor of ap¬ 
plause, shouts, and boos. 

Pierce was momentarily 
taken aback and angrily bellow¬ 
ed in his brassiest Bette Davis 
voice that in 25 years of night¬ 
club entertaining and using the 
same material, he had never 
seen any group react as had 
the Lesbian Chorus. With that 
in the best of show biz tradition, 
he shifted into his Tallulah 
Bankhead characterization 
who in her boozy baritone was 


Demands 


Following a meeting April 
21, the Lesbian Chorus issued 
the following demands to 
Supervisor Harry Britt: 

1. We want a public apology in 
the press from Supervisor 
Harry Britt including an expla¬ 
nation of what happened and 
an analysis of why Charles 
Pierce’s show was racist, sexist, 
classist, and how it is women 
hating to applaud Charles 
Pierce. 

2. That some of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the concert will be 
dedicated to the education of 
the young white Gay male 
community about: racism, sex¬ 
ism, classism, and women 
hating. 

3. That the Lesbian Chorus 
receive for the evening of April 
18 $100. This is the minimum 
amount acceptable. 

4. Harry Britt and his staff 
will sponsor a specific event to 
show support to the Lesbian 
Chorus and the women’s com¬ 
munity. Acceptable examples 


of the event: (a) a benefit for 
the Women’s Building, (b) a 
benefit for the Lesbian Chorus 

5. We demand that ticket 
money be refunded to those 
who walked out. Harry Britt 
will publicize that people 
wishing their money back could 
apply to his office. 

These demands were 
relayed to the B.A.R. by 
Chorus spokeswoman Mimi 
Goodwin. Goodwin told the 
B.A.R. that the demands were 
drafted by consensus. The 
Chorus is a collective, and as 
the points were raised and 
there were no objections, the 
demand was taken as unani¬ 
mous. Goodwin insisted when 
questioned on the demand for 
money that the Chorus had a 
“bona fide contract” with the 
show’s producers. Goodwin 
was concerned that the kind of 
offensive material Pierce used 
had to be spelled out; she gave 
as one such example, “Liz 
Taylor has more chins than you 
can find in a Chinese phone 
book.” 


not about to let the Lesbians off 
the hook or to remind his re¬ 
maining audience of the Lesbi¬ 
an lack of humor and poor 
sportsmanship. 

With the next act having 
vanished in the night, MC 
Armistead Maupin had to do 
some fancy footwork to bridge 
the gap. Scenes from Clark 
Gable and Jeannette MacDon¬ 
ald’s SAN FRANCISCO were 
then shown — culminating 
with MacDonald’s famous ren¬ 


dition of the title song, follow¬ 
ed by Hollywood’s version of 
the April 18, 1906, quake. To 
most of those in the audience, 
the lesser of quakes they ex¬ 
perienced that night. 

Out of the rubble appeared 

— a triumphant Charles Pierce 

— this time as Jeannette Mac¬ 
Donald, and her song “San 
Francisco” filled the theater for 
a second time. The crowd went 
wild as Pierce showered the

The Lesbian Chorus, which 
has grown from seven to over 
60 members, is directed by 
Sonni Zambino. Zambino re¬ 
fers to the group as a collective 
and when contacted by the 
B.A.R. said that she couldn’t 
speak for the Chorus’ actions, 
as they had appointed a 
spokesperson. The Chorus was 
originally an adjunct of the Gay 
Freedom Day Marching Band 
and Twirling Corps but broke 
away to travel its own road. 
Earlier on the evening of the 
18th, the Chorus had perform¬ 
ed at a concert at the Women’s 
Building, “An Earthquake 
Commemorative Concert.” 
According to their press releas¬ 
es, the Chorus’ music “ranges 
from classical to contemporary 
but always tries to speak direct¬ 
ly to the lives of women.” 

Alan White, producer of the 
midnight “celebration of a mile¬ 
stone in San Francisco’s hi¬ 
story,” said that the Chorus 
had been scheduled to sing 
four songs, two of which were 
about the 1906 quake. White 
was aware that the Chorus 
members were having trouble 
with Pierce’s act from the start. 
During Pierce’s performance, 
members were conferring in 
the lobby. “The last informa¬

behavior. Said one Pierce fan, 
“The dykes were a part of the 
show, and should have seen it 
through, regardless.” Com- 
mented another, “I’m glad they. 


aian t come back — who needs 
them, they’re only a bunch of 
amateurs anyway.” 

Some remarks as “I was of¬ 
fended for them” were also 
voiced but few and far be¬ 
tween. As Pierce commented 
later, “They didn’t really spoil 
the evening; they spoiled it for 
themselves.”

tion 1 got,” said White, “was 
that they wanted to sing but 
that they would make a state¬ 
ment when they finished.” 

Looking back over the eve¬ 
ning, White dealt with it some¬ 
what philosophically. “We 
billed it as an earthshaking eve¬ 
ning with Charles Pierce,” he 
mused, “and other surprises 
... the night certainly lived up 
to its advance billing.”

Pierce Responds 

Charles Pierce, when con¬ 
tacted at his suite in the Hotel 
York the next day, told the 
B.A.R. that he was amazed 
and saddened by the Chorus’ 
behavior. He said, “I am really 
disappointed that they didn’t 
sing. I was looking forward to 
their music. We were all de¬ 
prived of their artistry ...” 

Pierce acknowledged that he 
did some quick gear shifting at 
the height of the protest. The 
Tallulah lines are some of the 
most biting and Pierce’s show 
biz saavy told him there was no 
point adding fuel to the fire. By 
this time Pierce was into his 
Bette and Tallulah bitch fight — 
and in one voice or the other 
was prefacing jokes with “This 
one will probably bring them 
back in brandishing molotov 
cocktails” or “Here goes the left 
side of the house. . .” The two 
movie immortals never had a 
more tension-filled battle. At 
the same time Pierce was bat¬ 
tling for his audience. The 
“trio” triumphed over the in¬ 
surgents in the best traditions of 
show business.

option to complete the concert. 
Goodwin was thereupon 
selected spokesperson and left 
to write the statement. The rest 
supposedly returned to their 
seats. 

Goodwin never got to de¬ 
liver her statement because be¬ 
fore she had finished it, the 
Chorus had left the theater. 

When contacted by the 
B.A.R. Goodwin released this 
prepared statement: “At the 
end of our singing we planned 
to make a statement voicing 
our outrage and strong objec¬ 
tions to Charles Pierce’s mate¬ 
rial and the thunderous ap¬ 
plause he was receiving. 

“The material was woman 
hating, denigrating women and 
women’s appearance. The 
material was very racist and 
sexist. The women in the S.F. 
Lesbian Chorus feel sad that 
these attitudes run still so deep 
in the San Francisco Gay male 
community. 

“We also want to appreciate 
the Gay men who walked out 
with us and were not at the 
Castro cheering.” 


the money. When questioned, 
Goodwin admitted that she 
had never been to a Charles 
Pierce show and had no idea of 
his material. She could not 
speak for the other members of 
the Chorus whether or not they 
were familiar with Charles 
Pierce. 

Organist/comic David 

Kelsey was also cited for his 
sexist material. Said Goodwin, 
“The way he was dressed was 
very denigrating to women.” 
Kelsey appeared in frumpy 
drag for his first set. He 
emerged out of the audience as 
an addled old bag lady. A 
stringy red wig was covered 
with a knitted brown cloche 
hat. Before he began a rendi¬ 
tion of Hazel Scott’s “Tico 
Tico,” he chatted and joked 
with the audience in a low key 
fashion. 

Pierce spoke to the B.A.R. 
the afternoon following his per¬ 
formance. “What caused it 
all?” he mused; “I sensed that 
the Lesbian Chorus was slightly 
jarred by my appearance — as 
a glamorous woman on stage, 
in sequinned gown and jewel¬ 
ry. Was I, a man, too much of

Local delegates to this sum¬ 
mer’s Democratic National 
Convention will be chosen at 
local caucuses on Sunday 
afternoon, May 4. All register¬ 
ed Democrats are eligible to 
participate. 

Delegates are chosen by 
congressional district (San 
Francisco has two — the 6th, 
represented by Philip Burton 
and the 5th, which includes 
Marin and is represented by 
John Burton) and by candidate 
preference. 

Kennedy and Carter sup¬ 
porters will meet in caucuses 
May 4 to choose their dele¬ 
gates. The actual division of the 
delegates will be determined by 
the results of the June 3 Cali¬ 
fornia primary. Thus, if Ken¬ 
nedy receives 60% of the vote 
on June 3 in the 6th Congres¬ 
sional District, he gets three of 
the five delegates named at the 
May 4 caucus. Carter would 
get the other two. 

Local Gay groups, including 


the Harvey Milk Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club and the Alice B. 
Toklas Democratic Club, are 
organizing an effort to get large 
numbers of Gay people to the 
May 4 caucuses, particularly 
the Kennedy caucuses, to elect 
Gay delegates to the national 
convention. 

Those interested in attending 
must be registered Democrats 
who support the presidential 
candidate whose caucus they 
attend on May 4. Participants 
must arrive by 1PM. Locations 
of caucuses are: 

5th Congressional District

Dutch Church 
Admits Gays 

By an almost unanimous 
vote, the General Synod of the 
Dutch Reformed Church re¬ 
cently elected to .admit Gay 
men and Lesbians as fully ac¬ 
cepted members. Said a 
written report explaining the 
action of the church, which is 
the official state church of the 
Netherlands, “In the mind of 
the Synod, others do not have 
the right to sit in judgment 
upon people with a homo¬ 
sexual preference and their 
practice of it, nor to bar them 
from the Lord’s Supper.” 


CMC Funds 
Finally 
Make It 

Almost $4,000 was raised at 
the last CMC (California Motor 
Club) Carnival. The money 
was raised by four contenders 
for the title Mr. CMC Carnival. 

The net proceeds (on the de¬ 
cision of the contest winners) 
were split between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco-based chari¬ 
ties. 

The two local recipients were 
Operation Concern and the 
Harvey Milk Neighborhood 
Center. This week a sum of 
$1,288 was mailed to the Milk 
Center and $739 went to 
Operation Concern. 

Allen Robertson, who was 
the winner of the 1979 CMC 
Carnival contest, earmarked 
$716 to the Harvey Milk Cen¬ 
ter and Sam Pasco, second 
runner-up who represented the 
Bulldog Baths, donated his 
$572 to the Center. 

David Lindsey, the 1978 
winner of the CMC Carnival 
contest and who was sponsor¬ 
ed in 1979 by the Arena of San 
Francisco, earmarked $739 for 
Operation Concern.

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Viewpoint 

The Lesbian Chorus Caper 

At the Charles Pierce Earthquake Anniversary show, 30 
members (so we’re told) of the 60-woman S.F. Lesbian 
Chorus assembled in the Castro Theater’s lobby to plot 
their moves. They decided to take a vote on one of three 
options. They did not vote to leave but to go on stage, sing 
their songs, and issue a protest. Thereupon they appointed a 
statement writer and returned to their seats. Before the 
spokeswoman had finished composing the statement, the 
entire Chorus exited the theater. 

Indeed, it would be the height of sexism to infer that such 
inconsistency was inherent to the second sex. We believe, 
however, that their walking out can be scrutinized without 
sexism. To us they lost more than they gained. 

The behavior of the Lesbian Chorus is faulty or faultless 
depending on how one gauges the ethics of the “me’’ gen¬ 
eration. If only “my” values or sensitivities carry weight and 
the rest of the world be damned — the Chorus’ unilateral 
voiding of commitments is perfectly justified. 

If, on the other hand, one applies more traditional stand¬ 
ards, their walkout is reprehensible. For in the given situ¬ 
ation the Chorus was somewhat less than “free.” 

The group had contracted to perform. They were to be 
paid for their services. They defaulted on that contract and 
they are liable for damages. More significantly, the Chorus 
displayed an acute lack of professionalism as a performing 
group. In turn they become a high risk act for both producer 
and audience. 

Secondly, the Chorus cheated some 1500 people who 
paid $5.00 and $7.50 to see and hear them perform. Re¬ 
gardless of one’s will to power, that’s plain old-fashioned 
cheating. And to pay the group the $100 they didn’t earn 
adds insult to injury. 

We acknowledge our feelings are neither “politically cor¬ 
rect” nor ameliorating. 

We don’t agree with or approve of their handling their 
“outrage.” They displayed a meanness of spirit, a moral 
arrogance, and an impoverished imagination. All other hall¬ 
marks of the “ME” generation.

THE GAY DILEMMA - 1980 

★ Mr. Ross’ letter in the Anniversary issue of B.A.R. 
(Vol. 10, No. 8; April 10, 1980) seems to point 
strongly to one dilemma that has been an obvious 
part of the B.A.R. s recent progress. The need is felt 
to represent both the community and the system and 
is appreciated in your well varied and sometimes con¬ 
tradictory columns and editorials. 

In the eighth paragraph of the “Publisher’s Cor¬ 
ner,” Mr. Ross points to the giant steps of the early 
Gay movement and the indie's by which we are mov¬ 
ing today. He then 1 goes on to dish the militancy 
which was the force behind those giant steps — a 
positive expression of Gay anger uniting the commu¬ 
nity. It was not until we began to work within the 
political machine, with our various Democratic clubs, 
that the machine got hold of the power to keep our 
movement at a pace it felt appropriate to our second- 
class status. 

Harvey Milk was the only Gay politician I know of 
who tried to keep a lid on the number of compromises 
which he inevitably faced. He seemed to always 
remember he was part of the Gay community and 
that the system in which he was working belongs to 
the straights. 

The Gay people of San Francisco have worked 
hard for what they have and certainly deserve to en¬ 
joy it. We must also maintain a. national perspective 
and an awareness of the many anti-Gay forces who 
hold strong everywhere but San Francisco, and can 
potentially destroy our years of effort in a few months 
of campaigning. 

This country is leaning further to the right and even 
on the sole basis of human concern, the Gay move¬ 
ment must be considered as left. The need for mili¬ 
tancy, the demonstration of our concerns and our in¬ 
tent to protect our community and each sister and 
brother are as strong now as they were ten-plus years 
ago at Stonewall. 

When working for solidarity, for unity, we must re¬ 
member we are fighting and striving for our right to be 
different, not our right to be the same as the straight, 
white, male-oriented, middle class that run this 
country.

FRIENDS OF BUENA VISTA PARK - MY FOOT 

★ It has been the intent, all along, of the SFPD 
(Police and Parks), the property owners around the 
park, and the property owners of the B.A.R. and 
Sentinel to STOP the flow of traffic to the VISTA 
POINT of Buena Vista Park. All other considerations 
as to change in this park have served only as red her¬ 
rings. Buena Vista Park has stood idle for decades 
with no attention from anyone, but now finally that 
someone has shown an interest in using the park all 
the instruments of capital are bound and determined 
to insure that should not be so. 

An open vista point, open to auto traffic, that is, 
serves a number of very important parts of the gay 
community’s continued use of the park. For one it in¬ 
sures to foot traffic that if ever there should be an at¬ 
tack on a walker there will be proper help and assist¬ 
ance. Secondly, vista point serves as a focal point for 
our social activities in such a way that closing it to auto 
traffic will literally destroy this aspect of park use. 
Third, the road and lot serve to make a more efficient 
entry to the park for gays who do not live nearby in 
that it provides parking. And what with the limited 
nature of parking around the park this consideration is 
in itself very important. Fourth, as far as erosion is 
concerned stopping the use of vista point will only in¬ 
sure more since people will now have to walk into the 
park from wherever they can find parking. 

The letter published by the landscape architect, 
Eckbo, contains one remarkable statement which is 
indicative of the non-gay property owners total lack of 
understanding. That statement asks, “What do gays 
have against senior citizens and families with 
children?” 

Mr. Eckbo, the gay community has been pushed to 
the least desirable places to carry on their social activi¬ 
ties, just so they will NOT offend other elements of 
society. Now, suddenly our culture is in vogue, and 
everyone wants to know a fag and go where the fags 
go We chose Buena Vista Park years ago because no 
one else was usingit, or would use it, mainly because 
of its proximity to more suitable and safer and better 
kept Golden Gate Park. Gays have nothing against 
non-gays, Mr. Eckbo, but we believe that if suddenly 
our lifestyle and our meeting places and our sexual 
and social activity are the object of so much attention 
THIS FACT does not necessitate us to change those 
ways. 

I would suggest that Mr. Eckbo and his professional 
friends are really the ones who have something 
against families and children since most sane people 
will not allow their children alone in any parks and this 
is mainly because people like Mr. Eckbo are unable to 
design parks which are safe for anyone, let alone 
gays. And when such a design springs spontaneously 
from people as it has in the case of the gays in Buena 
Vista Park all Mr. Eckbo and Associates can do is be 
used as means to oppress such undertaking.

CALL FOR A NEW MILITANCY 

★ Bill Beardemphl’s perspective on gay politics 
(B.A.R., April 10) gives his characteristically narrow 
vision of San Francisco gay history, ignoring the birth 
of our modern gay-lib movement on the streets of 
San Francisco a full two months before Stonewall. 

Bill claims to be writing “. . . from the closets to the 
barricades.” Perhaps Bill knows about the closets, but 
as a veteran gay militant (Dorr Jones says “rabble 
rouser”) I know that Bill was rarely — if ever — “at 
the barricades.” Calling Stonewall the “most negative 
act” of the struggle only betrays his fear of gay 
militancy. 

Twelve years ago, writing in the Berkeley Barb, 
before such fine papers as B.A.R. and The Sentinel, I 
coined the phrase “gay ghetto” comparing the misery 
of the black ghetto for the negro with the misery of life , 
in the closet for Gays. 

Returning to San Francisco for the first time in ten 
years, last weekend I fell in love with the Castro Street 
District. That’s no gay ghetto, but a Gay Mecca! Gays

have converted what I recall ten years ago as a dirty, 
dingy, dusty neighborhood into a flowering gay para¬ 
dise at 18th and Castro. Although the macho, clone- 
syndrome still pervades there on weekdays, on week¬ 
ends it’s alive with pretty men and smiles everywhere. 

The “Spirit of Castro Street” must grow, expanding 
in San Francisco and exported elsewhere . . . like San 
Diego and Laguna Beach to the south. 

To do this, we need a NEW MILITANCY, or as Bill 
Beardemphl would probably brand it, a “neo¬ 
militancy.” f 

When our modern Gay-Lib movement was first 
conceived on April 6, 1969, in a coffee shop at 
Church and Market Streets in San Francisco (now 
called “Church St. Station”) gay militancy was 
theoretically “responsive,” responding with gay mili¬ 
tant tactics to gay employment discrimination, the 
issue still unsolved and resting in AB-1 in Sacra¬ 
mento. 

Our neo-militancy should reverse that responsive 
strategy, charging with gay militant tactics against tar¬ 
gets the Gay Community selects, rather than letting 
our opponents choose the battleground. The assault 
should be launched on multiple fronts, but against the 
same target, like protests in the streets, lawsuits in the 
courts, and infiltration of the target itself by Gays. 

If the energy and money that went into responding 
to the Briggs Initiative were targeted towards an all- 
out push for AB-1, it just might pass and that’s a big 
key to unlock lots of closets. It can be done with a new 
militancy! 

Thanks to San Francisco Gays for creating the 
“Spirit of Castro Street.” Thanks also to B.A.R. pub¬ 
lisher Bob Ross for giving balance to the anniversary 
issue by publishing the writing of Konstantin Berlandt, 
a man with spirited vision for our future as Gays.

David Scott, the upfront Gay 
maverick realtor who polled 
more than 18,000 votes in last 
November’s Mayoral race, 
thereby forcing incumbent 
Dianne Feinstein and Super¬ 
visor Quentin Kopp into a De¬ 
cember 11 run-off, finally re¬ 
ceived the long-awaited ap¬ 
pointment promised by Dianne 
Feinstein at the time Scott en¬ 
dorsed her in the run-off last 
week. 

The Mayor’s office announc¬ 
ed last Friday that Feinstein 
was appointing the activist 
Scott to a newly vacant seat on 
the powerful San Francisco 
Public Utilities Commission. 
Scott, whose support many 
political observers credit with 
giving Feinstein the necessary 
votes to defeat Kopp, had obvi¬ 
ously hoped that his new politi¬ 
cal ally, the Mayor, would

sought after Police Commis¬ 
sion. Feinstein, however, had 
other plans and gave that seat 
to her longtime friend Lesbian 
Jo Daly. Feinstein, who fired 
the same David Scott from the 
Board of Permit Appeals last 
year when he announced his 
candidacy for Mayor, said in a 
City Hall press release that 
Scott was a “leader with exten¬ 
sive experience in the day-to- 
day workings of local govern¬ 
ment” and Feinstein added that 
she believed Scott would be 
“an asset to the commission.” 
The Mayor’s press release 
added that Scott, who had 
toyed with the idea of running 
against Senator Milton Marks 
as a Democratic write-in, had 
“given up any plans to run for 
political office this year.” Scott, 
a former Republican, went to

but was ruled off the ballot on 
the grounds that he had not 
been a Democrat long enough 
to qualify. Although a number 
of Gay political leaders in the 
city praised Mayor Feinstein for 
the Scott appointment, some 
were still bitter that she had 
“taken away the seat that really 
counts, the one on the Permit 
Appeals Board,” commented a 
leader of one of the local Gay 
Demo clubs. 

District 5 Supervisor Harry 
Britt praised the appointment, 
however, congratulating both 
the Mayor and Scott saying, 
“It’s a good appointment; 
David is a bright guy and will 
make a good PUC Commis¬ 
sioner.” Gerry F. Parker II, 
President of Stonewall Demo 
Club, also praised Scott, say¬ 
ing, “Scott is a good choice and 
will make a damned good 
Commissioner.” 

In the past year that David 
Scott has become active in Gay 
politics, B.A.R. has interview¬ 
ed him a number of times, 
after the Mayor's announce¬ 
ment of her appointment of

David to the PUC, Scott 
agreed to this interview and we 
tried to cover a number of 
topics in addition to the recent 
appointment: 

What exactly does the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission do? 

The San Francisco Public 
Utilities Commission has a bud¬ 
get of approximately $236 mil¬ 
lion and supervises and is re¬ 
sponsible for the Muni transit 
system, Water Department, 
vast tracts of land owned 
around the state, and the 
Hetch-Hetchy hydroelectric 
and water system. 

Interestingly, the S.F.P.U.C. 
approves all claims against the 
Muni before they are submitted 
to the Board of Supervisors. 

As pertains to the Gay 
community, wouldn’t it have 
been better if you were still on 
the Permit Appeals Board? 

My two years on the Board 
of Permit Appeals were an ex¬ 
citing time in which’I heard 
over 1,200 appeals and was 
first elected vice-president and 
then president. Times have 
changed. Someone else in the 
Gay community should now be 
on the Board of Permit 
Appeals. 

I have been told that Mayor 
Feinstein makes it quite clear 
to prospective commission 
appointees that she expects 
them to defer to the position 
of her administration when 


Do you think she is appoint¬ 
ing enough Lesbians and Gay 
men to important jobs in view 
of our numbers on popula¬ 
tion? 

I would like to have more 
Lesbians and Gay men ap¬ 
pointed to a wide range of 
city commissions with repre¬ 
sentation based upon propor¬ 
tional representation. 

Where does the Gay move¬ 
ment go now? What, in your 
opinion, is the next step for 
the movement especially 
here in San Francisco? 
Where do we go; what should 
be our next objective? 

It is important to consolidate 
our gains in S.F., seeking in¬ 
creased numbers of commis¬ 
sion appointments than in the 
past. We must not sell out our 
Gay political club endorse¬ 
ments to every politician who 
flits into town — regardless of 
party. We must elect Lesbians 
and Gay men to the State Leg¬ 
islature to ensure passage of 
AB-1. AB-1 will never be 
passed until that is accomplish¬ 
ed. The Santa Clara initiative 
must be defeated and we must 
insist that all candidates we en¬ 
dorse or support are unalter¬ 
ably opposed to this fascist 
legislation. 

Who is David Scott’s can¬ 
didate for President this year? 

Jerry Brown is the best. He 
has been a favorite of mine 
since 1974. He was the right

Kraus Named to 


Demo Committee 


San Francisco Gay activist 
Bill Kraus has been appointed 
one of three Gay members of 
the 152-person Democratic 
Party National Platform Com¬ 
mittee. Kraus, 2nd term presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk Gay 
Democratic Club, was named 
to the post by Richard O’Neill, 
state chair of the California 
Democratic Party. 

The Platform Committee is 
currently holding hearings 
throughout the country which 
will result in its writing the 
Democratic Party’s 1980 na¬ 
tional platform in late June. 



The significance of Gay rep¬ 
resentation on the Platform 
Committee is that the Gay 
community can, for the first 
time, work from the inside for 
inclusion of a Gay rights plank 
in the Democratic Party’s plat¬ 
form which will be officially 
adopted at the national con¬ 
vention in New York in 
August. 

“We have a chance,” Kraus 
said, “to make Gay rights a 
focus of the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention this sum¬ 
mer. That means the possibility 
of a full-fledged debate on dis¬ 
crimination against Gay people 
— a debate that will be tele¬ 
vised on all three networks and

reach millions ot people and 
establish Gay people once and 
for all as a national political 
force to be reckoned with.” 

Future hearings will be held 
in Seattle, Houston, and 
Columbus, Ohio.

Upheld

Kenneth Appleby, S&M 
devotee sentenced to thirty-five 
years in the penitentiary for 
kidnapping a New York man 
for a weekend of “roughhous¬ 
ing,” received some more bad 
news when the Supreme Judi¬ 
cial Court of Massachusetts up¬ 
held his November 1978 con¬ 
viction of assault and battery by 
means of a dangerous weapon. 

Appleby had been living with 
one Steven Cromer for two 
and a half years as lovers when 
he struck Cromer with a riding 
crop, following an arugment 
over a dish of melted ice 
cream. The blow was light, ac¬ 
cording to Cromer’s trial testi¬ 
mony, but the outcome of the 
litigation was not: Appleby re¬ 
ceived the maximum, eight to 
ten years in prison. 

Appleby appealed his con¬ 
viction on the grounds that the 
jury was not informed that he 
and Cromer lived in a consen¬ 
sual S&M relationship. Associ¬ 
ate Justice Quirico, upholding 
the conviction, and the trial 
judge’s refusal to inform the 
jury of Cromer’s consent to 
previous abuse (in the course 
of sex), said, “. . . one may not 
consent to become a victim of 
assault and battery with a dan¬ 
gerous weapon. . 

The SJC could not rule on 
the length of the sentence, 
though they did “express some 
reservations on the severity of 
the sentence.”

No Space for Gay Lit 
in Laguna Beach 


Reports of unfair real estate 
practices against Gay business 
have surfaced in Laguna 
Beach. Dr. Dale Wagner, own¬ 
er of the Book Boutique, an¬ 
nounced the store will be quit¬ 
ting business, unable to find an 
owner to rent to the bookstore 
that offers Gay community 
newspapers, magazines and 
books. The Book Boutique has 
been doing business in the 
heart of Laguna Beach since its 
opening in April of 1977. 

According to Dr. Wagner, he 
was negotiating a lease with 
landlord A. Hall of Seal Beach 
when Kelly O’Mara of McCor- 
mac Realty, Laguna Beach, 
entered the discussion to con¬ 
vince Hall not to renew the 
lease. 

Wagner reports O’Mara told 
the landlord, “If you rent to 
that type of bookstore you will 
be unable to rent the other four 
vacant shops,” and further, 
“We have enough of those 
types of Gay transients roam¬ 
ing this block-long area all 
times of the day and night with¬ 
out attracting any more.” 
Some estimates reckon Gays to 
be thirty percent of Laguna’s 
residents, and considerably 
more come to town in the tour¬ 
ist and summer art exhibit 
season. 

According to Wagner, 
O’Mara went on to talk about 


the “inevitable deterioration of 
surrounding businesses,” 
should the landlord rent to the 
Book Boutique. One of those 
businesses is the Hotel Califor¬ 
nia, which O’Mara owns and 
says he “had not allowed to be 
rented by more than a pre¬ 
determined quota of Gays of 
40 percent.” The Unruh Civil 
Rights Act, enforced by the Fair 
Employment Practices Com¬ 
mission, prohibits discrimina¬ 
tion against Gays in housing 
and hotel accommodations. 

Dr. Wagner has requested a 
full disciplinary hearing by the 
State Commissioner of Real 
Estate, David Fox. The dis¬ 
gruntled bookseller cites 
O’Mara’s “unethical and 
unprofessional conduct” in en¬ 
tering into lease negotiations as 
a third party. He says that after 
Hall was convinced not to re¬ 
new his lease, O’Mara offered 
him another Laguna Beach 
business location, one away 
from the “Gay ghetto,” and 
from which O’Mara could 
make a tidy commission. 
O’Mara could lose his real 
estate license if the allegations 
are deemed serious. 

Attorneys for the American 
Civil Liberties Union are con¬ 
sidering filing a complaint with 
the FEPC on the Hotel Califor¬ 
nia record.

FCC Applies Fairness 
to TV Preacher 


The Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission has ruled 
that anti-Gay Christian Funda¬ 
mentalist evangelist James 
Robison does not have license 
to libel Gays without invoking 
the Fairness Doctrine. 

Robison had requested a 
hearing by the Commission 
when Dallas television station 
WFAA canceled weekly broad¬ 
cast of his sermons after vapid 
anti-Gay remarks in a February 
1979 installment of his syndi¬ 
cated program, “James Robi¬ 
son Presents.” The station 
feared it would have to present 
television time, free of charge, 
to groups and individuals wish¬ 
ing to respond to Robison’s re¬ 
marks. The Fairness Doctrine, 
also knows as the equal time 
ruling, requires that both sides 
of controversial subjects be 
heard on licensed broadcast 
outlets. The Dallas Gay Politi¬ 
cal Caucus was given time to 
answer the preacher’s 
comments. 

The James Robison Evan¬ 
gelical Association asserted that 
religious broadcasters would 
not be able to deliver their mes¬ 


sage if the Fairness Doctrine 
applied to them. “I cannot 
speak about Biblical morality 
without undue recourse by any 
group which might disagree,” 
said Robison in an article ap¬ 
pearing in the Dallas Morning 
News. “[The ruling] means 
programs on incest and 
Playboy specials may be aired 
regularly, but not those on 
moral integrity and decency, 
based on Biblical principles,” 
he continued. 

Robison’s program has been 
picked up again by WFAA-TV 
after he agreed to avoid contro¬ 
versial topics. The television 
station reserves the right to edit 
comments which promise to 
bring complaints from the 
audience. 

In a separate ruling, the FCC 
instructed broadcasters that 
Gay people are “a significant 
element” in the community 
and should be considered 
when the broadcasters attempt 
to determine the public interest 
needs of their market areas. 
This ruling applies to religious 
broadcasters along will all 
licensed broadcasters. 


Oregon Demos Include 
Gay Civil Rights 


The Oregon Democratic 
Party held its biannual Platform 
Convention in Seaside, 
Oregon. As a plank in the Plat¬ 
form the Party called for an end 
to discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. 

In addition, a special resolu¬ 
tion was adopted stating: 

“We support the rights of all 
individuals from all nations to 
visit and immigrate to the 
United States regardless of sex¬ 
ual orientation. Furthermore, 
we urge the passage of legisla¬ 
tion in Congress removing all 


barriers to immigration on this 
basis.” 

Oregon Gay activist Jerry 
Weller had expected difficulty 
this year in passing a Gay rights 
plank. “The first draft of the 
Platform excluded Gay civil 
rights,” Weller stated. “And it 
has been a part of the Oregon 
Democratic Platform since 
1976, so of course we were 
concerned. But the floor fight 
for Gay rights inclusion turned 
out to be minor. The Conven¬ 
tion was firmly behind its inclu¬ 
sion.”

produced the Anderson en¬ 
dorsement, with some help 
from members who had appar¬ 
ently supported former CIA 
Director George Bush on the 
first vote. The Concerned Re¬ 
publicans endorsed tax crusad¬ 
er Paul Gann for the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, incumbent State Senator 
Milton Marks in the 5th District, 
and Congressional candidate 
Dennis McQuaid in the 5th

It was announced last week 
that over 400 San Francisco 
attorneys, both Gay and non- 
Gay, have already pledged 
their support to elect Judge 
Richard P. Figone to the Su¬ 
perior Court. The move was 
made by John A. Sutro, gen¬ 
eral chairman of a committee 
formed to solicit Bar support 
and collect funds for the cam¬ 
paign prior to the June 3 elec¬ 
tion.

Judge Figone has been on 
the Municipal Court bench 
since his appointment in 1974 
by the governor and his elec¬ 
tion in 1978.

During his twelve 
years in the general practice of 
law, he acquired broad experi¬ 
ence in domestic relations, pro¬ 
bate, business, personal injury 
and criminal law. He was sup¬ 
ported in his bid for election in 
many segments of the Gay 
community. 

During his six years on the 
Municipal Court bench Judge 
Figone has presided over all 
civil and criminal departments. 
Judge Figone recently com¬ 
pleted an assignment as Pro 
Tern Judge of the Superior 
Court under an appointment 
from the Chief Justice. 

Judge Figone is civil law lec¬ 
turer at the orientation program 
conducted in conjunction with 
the Judicial Council for all new 
California Municipal and Jus¬ 
tice Court judges. He is on the 
faculty of the new Continuing 
Judicial Studies program, a 
statewide program for all mid¬ 
career judges. 

A member of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Municipal Court Admin¬ 
istrative, Pre-Trial Diversion, 
and Small Claims Committees, 
Judge Figone is also a member 
of the statewide Ethics Com¬ 
mittee of the California Judges 
Association.

Jane Fonda — the face that’s 
launched 10,000 protests and 
looking handsome as a Trojan 
Horse tonight: new hairdo, 
flawless makeup. Does she do 
it herself, while husband Tom 
gets the kids ready for the 
show? Or was there an army of 
women and faggots: the real 
unsung artists honored here to¬ 
night — the ones who paint the 
stars the way we wish to see 
them?

Police Department wolves at 
the door of the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion. Everything 
is beautiful here on America’s 
Sesame Street, where Miss 
Piggy is the only represented 
outraged minority this year.

Stephen and Tony provide 
chips and dip, Lew and I each 
a six-pack, Arnold a cheap bot¬ 
tle of wine as we settle down 
around the color TV in the little 
living room on 17th Street to 
watch the moment we’ve all 
been waiting several months if 
not all year to see: When in 


our hearts the chances are bet¬ 
ter than one in five our favorite 
star will be chosen to go up 
there and accept the award for 
all that is beautiful and hand¬ 
some and worthwhile in this 
world. Let the hostages wait till 
11 o’clock. 

There’s Sally Field, looking 
very suburban. She’ll get it, I 
can almost guarantee you. 
Darling of the working class, 
America needs a heroine like 
her to get them through this 
next Depression. 

One imagines them huddled 
around their TV sets (like Sissy 
Spacek and her impoverished 
brothers and sisters in “Coal 
Miner’s Daughter” leaning into 
their radio for the Grand Old 
Opry). Unionized workers still 
fighting J. P. Stevens sweat¬ 
shop conditions and rooting for 
Sally to win for the part they 
wrote with their lives (“Norma 
Rae”) so she can say some¬ 
thing on their behalf — like 
boycott J. P. Stevens’ products 
and stores who carry them: 
Capwell’s, Emporium, Dorothy 
Chandler’s Broadway-Hale 
chain in Southern California, 
perhaps — but she doesn’t. 

She accepts the award in the 
name of her career — the flying 
nun on another run — thank¬ 
ing everyone involved in the 
cinematic production but never 
the workers themselves — we 
out here in the audience 
crunching chips and sipping 
beer. 

But, as Jane Fonda might 
say, under her breath the way 
she couched atomic holocaust 
— or just nuclear disaster — as 
“perhaps the most important 
issue of our time — or all 
time,” there is a time and a 
place for everything. 

Let the movies do the talk¬ 
ing, make the political speech¬ 
es. Why turn off potential audi¬ 


ences before they’ve seen the 
film? And doesn’t Ms. Field de¬ 
serve a few minutes of her own 
to giggle like a prom queen 
being crowned? (See “Carrie.”) 
Why spoil a good party with 
the sour note of politics? We all 
know how boring that can be. 
Will Vanessa Redgrave ever be 
invited back? 

Until Dustin Hoffman breaks 
the silence by criticizing the 
Academy itself. 

Accepting his Best Actor 
award for his role in revitalizing 
the myth of trauma over the 
breakup of the nuclear family. 
(“Kramer vs. Kramer”), he 
speaks of the unsung heroes of 
the Academy, or rather Holly¬ 
wood, who can’t even get 
membership to the Academy, 
much less jobs at this point — 
actors and technicians of the 
industry who can’t even vote 
for their favorites in this deba¬ 
cle of “competition” among 
artists — winner takes all. 

Afterwards he’ll strip for pic¬ 
tures we can all believe in: His 
body my principle for a better 
life. He gives hope in a world 
without content. 

Also reassuring: That Holly¬ 
wood even noticed the Viet¬ 
nam War was fought for 
another surfers’ beach (“Apoc¬ 
alypse Now” — more than a 
movie!), and a bomb the size of 
Pennsylvania about to explode 
in your neighborhoqd made a 
blockbuster for Columbia this 
year (“China Syndrome”). 
Someone is watching. Some¬ 
one is taking care of things up 
ther. Tune in next year for the 
results. 

While “banter” time among 
the star presenters, that had 
allowed an occasional acidic 
free speech ad lib, was elimi¬ 
nated this year. Johnny Carson 
did all the jokes. 


And the only non-white face 
in the whole show (no “bank¬ 
able Asian American” star to 
remake “Charlie Chan”) was 
Mr. Black Tap Dancer himself, 
Ben Vereen, who plays the 
same role in “All That Jazz,” a 
semi-homophobic piece of fluff 
we’re given to celebrate as our 
(Gay) entry into “okay” pop 
sex culture. 

While Richard Gere gives us 
the nod by telling the audience 
he’ll “be back with my friends in 
‘Bent’ tomorrow night.” (What 
about tonight, Dick?) An inside 
joke, the kind of subtlety that 
Hollywood is master of — the 
very Experts in the Field. 

While A1 Pacino, nominee 
for Best Actor, is shown as a 
freedom fighter who doesn’t 
care what anybody — white 
judge, jury or system — thinks 
when it comes to “Justice For 
All.” 

“Cruising” was not mention¬ 
ed as one of his credits, but was 
mentioned in Johnny’s mono¬ 
logue: a reference that made 
the audience laugh comfort¬ 
ably over its obviously critical 
intent but was over my head in 
its specific meaning — and, if I 
may generalize from that, be¬ 
yond most of the Johnny esti¬ 
mated 300 million viewers in 
40 countries. (The picture goes 
into international release short¬ 
ly, although now doing quite 
poorly in the U.S.A.) 

Hollywood’s 180 minutes of 
prime time self-advertising, 
brought to you by Buick 
(“something to believe in” from 
your suburban family home), 
Dupont (“cleaning up our en¬ 
vironment through chemicals” 
and on every radical ecologist’s 
top ten most wanted list), and 
Polaroid (that lets you “capture 
it all instantly” at a prohibitively 
outrageous price per shot). 

And hardly a word about 
those troubles outside — the 
firmament of cinematic inspira¬ 
tion, where DEPRESSION 
spells Big Bucks in Hollywood:

The Great Gay 
Deceiver: Syphilis

What do you, the reader, 
know about STDs (sexually 
transmissible diseases)? This is 
the first in a series of articles 
which will briefly discuss the 
various STDs, and hopefully 
stimulate you to find out more 
about these contagious dis¬ 
eases. The series is based on 
the results of a questionnaire 
given to all the men screened at 
the Men’s STD Clinic during 
February 1980. 

Since April is V.D. Aware¬ 
ness Month, this first article will 
deal with San Francisco’s most 
notable STD: Syphilis. The 
city is *1 nationally for the inci¬ 
dence of syphilis. This means 
that a greater number of people 
per 100,000 population have 
this disease in San Francisco 
than in any other place in the 
United States. 

The questionnaire results 
indicate confusion about the 
development, infectiousness, 
and consequences of syphilis. 
Therefore, these three areas 
need continued explanations. 

Untreated syphilis can go 
through three stages. The first 
and second stages are highly 
infectious. The third, the ulti¬ 
mate stage, is marked by the 
disease attacking the vital 
organs of its victim’s body. This 
third stage is not infectious, but 
rather, is disastrous. 


In its first or second stage, 
syphilis is spread by a person 
coming into contact with the 
“sign(s)” of the disease. Each 
of these two stages has its own 
“sign(s).” 

The appearance of a chancre 
(pronounced “shank-er”) indi¬ 
cates the first stage of syphilis. 
It develops within 7 to 90 days 
after the person was initially in 
contact with an infected per¬ 
son. The chancre is unique in 
that it looks like a sore, but it 
doesn’t hurt as a sore. In fact, 
it’s usually painless. It can 
occur anywhere on or inside 
the body. Usually, however, it 
is on the penis, on the anus, or 
inside the mouth or anus. It is 
also possible for there to be 
more than one chancre. 

Since it is usually painless, 
many men who have a chancre 
may not be concerned and will 
not seek medical attention. 
This is unfortunate since the 
chancre is highly infectious. 
There is also the high possibility 
that the chancre will go un¬ 
noticed, especially if it’s inside 
the mouth or anus, or under 
the foreskin of the penis. 

The chancre will usually 
heal, without treatment, within 
four to six weeks. The disap¬ 
pearance of the chancre does 
not mean that the person is rid 
of syphilis, it merely means that 
the second stage has begun or 
will soon begin. 


The “signs” of syphilis’ sec¬ 
ond stage can be quite varied, 
and therefore, misleading. 
Some people develop a body 
rash which resembles measles 
or an allergic reaction; others 
develop spots which look like 
small bruises; while others lose 
their hair or develop bumps 
which look like peculiar warts. 

The second stage is also 
highly infectious. As with the 
first stage, signs of the second 
stage will heal spontaneously, 
without treatment. This takes 
from weeks to as long as 12 
months. Again, the person is 
not rid of the disease. 

The second stage is followed 
by a period of time called “la¬ 
tency.” Latency can last from 
one year to life. It is marked by 
reoccurrence of the signs for 
the first and second stages, 
which means that latency can 
be an infectious period of time. 

All cases of syphilis do not 
develop into the third stage, 


which is marked by permanent 
destruction of the cardio¬ 
vascular, central nervous and 
other systems. Blindness, in¬ 
sanity, and death do occur. 

The fact that the signs of this 
disease can take as long as 
three months to develop, don’t 
hurt, resemble signs of other 
less dangerous diseases, and 
will heal on their own is cause 
for concern. Of special con¬ 
cern, at least to those of us who 
enjoy anal or oral sex, is that 
the initial sign may never be 
noticed. 

What can we, as sexually 
active men, do for our own 
good health in light of these 
facts? The answer to this and 
other questions will come in the 
second of a series of articles on 
STDs. If you can’t wait for the 
answer, contact me, Ron 
Snyder, at 558-2226, Monday 
thru Friday, 8AM to 5PM.

Sex, Pornography 
and Puritanism

A battle is now raging within 
the women’s movement over 
whether or not we should be 
fighting pornography. Lindsy 
Van Gelder, in a recent issue of 
Ms. Magazine, wrote at length 


on the anguish women feel 
about much of pornography, 
discussing all the terrible vio¬ 
lence we are struggling to un¬ 
derstand. Van Gelder conclud¬ 
ed that since some women en¬ 


joyed pornography, and since 
pornography was a complicat¬ 
ed issue, the women’s move¬ 
ment should not focus on it. 
She pointed out that in our 
writings on the subject we have 
not made clear whether we are 
fighting all sexually explicit 
materials, or if we are saying 
some are acceptable and some 
not. And if we are saying the 
latter, we are doing a poor job 
of defining our terms. 

Deirdre English, in the last 
issue of Mother Jones, also ex¬ 
pressed some concern that 
since pornography is such a 
complicated issue, with part of 
the complication being the 
question of censorship, women 
should leave it alone. In both of 
those articles, the writers 
made no attempt to deny that 
there is a serious problem con¬ 
nected with pornography. Nei¬ 
ther did they attempt to present 
some way for women to deal 
with the issue in a more con¬ 
structive way. 

Pat Califia, one of the found¬ 
ers of Samois, the support 
group for Lesbians involved in 
S&M, has been writing for 
some months now about the 
Puritanism she sees in the wo¬ 
men’s movement. She singles 
out Sally Gearhart and the 
members of Women Against 
Violence in Pornography and 
Media. She feels that we are 
simplistic in our presentations 
of women and sexuality, and 
that by combatting pornogra¬ 
phy, and particularly by focus¬ 
ing on S&M pornography, we 
are both denying Lesbians in¬ 
volved in S&M a form of 
erotica that they want access 
to, and denying them the right 
to engage in sexual activity of 
their own choosing. 

It seems to me that underly¬ 
ing all of these criticisms of the 
anti-pornography movement, 
and underlying as well the por¬ 
nography movement itself, is a 
profound dilemma that is 
facing women and men at the 
end of this century. And that is 
sexuality. 

I just read a fascinating book, 
one which I recommend high¬ 
ly, by a Scotswoman, Reay 
Tannahill. Her Sex in History 
(Stein & Day, 1980) is proba¬ 
bly the first attempt to chronicle 
that subject from the perspec¬ 
tive of a woman. A good deal 
of the book was about prostitu¬ 
tion in its various forms, proba¬ 
bly because that is the form of 
sexual arrangements that got 
written about. Prostitution has 
always been a fascinating 
subject.

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But that is not why I say the 
book is fascinating, rather it is 
because, although Tannahill 
claims not to be a feminist, per 
se, and probably is not, her 
feminist instincts come through 
time and again as she is 
appalled at the abominable 
status of women in every soci¬ 
ety, and in every period for 
which there are written 
records. And the sexual ar¬ 
rangements make that 
oppressed status abysmally 
clear. 

Tannahill does not view 
some of the feminist leaders of 
the last century with the same 
adoration as other writers have 
done. She says of them some¬ 
thing that I never read before: 
that they were angry, furious, 
enraged about something 
about sex, and that their anger 
about sex at that time inspired 
much of their work. 

For them, part of the prob¬ 
lem was that if they engaged in 
sexual intercourse with men, 
they 1) became pregnant, and 


bands did. The same held true 
for many women’s non-marital 
heterosexual relationships. Still 
something stands in the way of 
ease. 

Part of the reason that wo¬ 
men, as a group anyway, tend 
to be more uncomfortable 
about sex than men has to do 
with the lingering stigma that 
adheres to women who are 
identified as promiscuous. But 
that is not all. 

Women are taught from their 
earliest years to be on guard 
against sexual invasions by 
men. Unfortunately, that fear is 
legitimized as they become old¬ 
er, as many of them or their 
friends are raped. As a result, 
women feel they must always 
be on guard against sexual 
harassment or attacks on the 
street and on the job, so that in 
the more loving atmosphere at 
home, they often feel less than 
free to have fun. 

Women are constantly ad¬ 
vised, by police and others,

2) got VD. For the record, for 
most of history women’s life 
expectancy was much less than 
that of men, they married 
early, got pregnant early and 
often, and generally died in 
childbirth, or of vaguely refer¬ 
red to female troubles, which 
Tannahill suggests may have 
been cervical cancer brought 
on by early intercourse. By the 
Victorian era, which gave birth 
to the first wave of feminism, 
women were living longer, but 
sex was still, for the most part, 
an unpleasant part of their 
lives. 

Compounding this unpleas¬ 
antness was the fact that, espe¬ 
cially during the Industrial 
Revolution, men often came 
home drunk and were more 
likely to demand sexual inter¬ 
course with their wives, a de¬ 
mand that was often backed up 
with violence. When they were 
not drunk, they were most like¬ 
ly to leave their wives alone, 
saving their sexual demands for 
the enormous number of pros¬ 
titutes who were born and bred 
in the factories that paid them 
only a quarter to a third of what 
they paid men. And going to 
the prostitutes, they brought 
back the VD that other men 
had brought to the prostitutes, 
in the age-old cycle. With no 
even remotely effective birth 
control other than abstinence, 
and the high incidence of sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases, it is 
no wonder that the feminists of 
the time should have been 
what has been called puritan¬ 
ical. 

But today, or so one would 
think, we have solved most of 
those problems. VD is now cur¬ 
able, most of the time, and eas¬ 
ily prevented by using con¬ 
doms. Even the spermicidal 
jellies and foams that are used 
with or without a diaphragm 
are effective in reducing VD. It 
is much easier to prevent preg¬ 
nancy now than it was when 
Margaret Sanger first popular¬ 
ized the diaphragm. And at 
least for a while, birth control 
pills and IUD’s brought a sexual 
liberation in which women 
could be as sexual as they 
wanted to be without worrying 
about pregnancy. 

But did women feel freer? At 
first many women exploded 
into experimentation. But 
many soon found that even if 
pregnancy was no longer the 
problem, many of them still did 
not like the casual, anonymous 
sex of one-night stands. And 
within marriage, now that wo¬ 
men no longer had the excuse 
of fertile days, many found that 
they still did not want to engage 
in sex as often as their hus- 


that if they are on an elevator 
alone and a man gets on, they 
should get off. They are ad¬ 
vised to check the back seat of 
their car before getting in, lest a 
rapist should be waiting for 
them. They are told that they 
should not hitchhike or jog, or 
risk rape and/or brutal murder 
if they do. Since it is not always 
possible to tell if a man is 
straight or Gay, the result is 
that for many women, every 
time they are alone with a man, 
somewhere in their mind is the 
question, “Is he going to make 
a pass at/rape me?” When wo¬ 
men finally do engage in sex, 
all that baggage weighs many 
of them down. 

In the last wave of feminism, 
women sought to prohibit alco¬ 
hol because of the connection 
between alcohol use and vio¬ 
lence against them (a relation¬ 
ship that is clearer all the time). 
Prohibition failed to solve that 
problem, as it brought many 
more. Today’s feminists fight¬ 
ing pornography are not un¬ 
mindful of that, are not un¬ 
aware of all the other problems 
that attempts to prohibit por¬ 
nography would bring. But 
alcohol and pornography are 
both definitely implicated in 
much of the violence that is 
directed against us. 

At this point, some feminists 
are struggling to find ways to 
deal with the problems brought 
with the proliferation of por¬ 
nography. They have many 
different views on what to do 
about it, but whether or not 
there are any easy solutions, 
the discussion and arguments 
about the issue cannot help but 
be useful.

New Split in South Bay 


San Jose, CA 

A new twist was added to the 
controversy over the San Jose 
and Santa Clara County Gay 
rights ordinances when the two 
groups urging repeal of the 
ordinances made it clear they 
oppose the laws on different 
grounds. 

Dean Wycoff, executive 
director of the Moral Majority 
of Santa Clara County, a 
Christian fundamentalist 

group, says its members con¬ 
sider homosexuality “a moral 
problem.” Rick Harrington, 
leader of the Concerned Citi¬ 
zens Against the Sexual Orien¬ 
tation Ordinances asserts, “We 
don’t think that (morality) is the 
issue at all. In a nutshell, they 
are bad, unnecessary laws.” 

After the San Jose City 
Council and the Santa Clara 
Board of Supervisors passed 
the ordinances, Harrington’s 
Concerned Citizens mounted 
the petition drive which suc¬ 
ceeded in putting the ordi¬ 
nances on the June 3 ballot as 


a referendum. However, Har¬ 
rington says, “We do not want 
any anti-Gay overtones” iri the 
campaign to repeal the ordi¬ 
nances. He want to disassoci¬ 
ate himself and his group from 
Anita Bryant’s 1977 campaign 
in Dade County. “It was a very 
emotionally pitched approach. 

I never felt like that was a rea¬ 
sonable way to conduct a cam¬ 
paign. It foments hatred and 
animosity,” he said. 

On the other hand, Moral 
Majority plans to enlist the serv¬ 
ices of Florida advertising exec¬ 
utive Mike Thompson, who 
was communications director 
and chief debater for Bryant’s 
Miami effort. Even Anita her¬ 
self could be imported to the 
South Bay skirmish. “If we felt 
that was the best thing to do, 
we’d capitalize on it,” Wycoff 
told the San Jose Mercury 
News. 

The two groups are sponsor¬ 
ing separate advertising cam¬ 
paigns against the ordinances.

We have analyzed the re¬ 
ports you submit to CUAV; 
many interesting trends were 
revealed to us. 

You’re safer with friends. 
Yes, that’s common sense, but 
the degree of protection is in¬ 
teresting. You reduce your 
chances of being assaulted by 
66% with one companion, and 
by 90% with two friends. The 
assailants don’t like even odds. 

Thuglettes work in teams. 
Three to six assailants were the 
most common group sizes re¬ 
ported. They’re young, 80% 
were between 15 and 20. They 
favor Tuesday and Friday and 
“work” mostly between 
6:00PM and 4:00AM (87% 
with the greatest peak 9- 
10PM). The majority are on 
foot, rather than coming out of 
vehicles (66%). The demo¬ 
graphics from your reports re¬ 
veal a variety of backgrounds 
(53% Latin, 33% Black, 14% 
White) and rarely include wo¬ 
men in the group carrying out 
the assault. They also like to 
make it easy for themselves, 
“shopping” in the Castro for 
victims. According to the re¬ 
ports, they commonly come up 
18th Street through to Dia¬ 
mond or Eureka, and return by 
way of 19th Street. Over V 3 of 
the reported assaults took place 
within 3 blocks of 18th & Cas¬ 
tro. Outside of this area the in¬ 
cidents are far more random. 

Clearly, they know where to 
find “Dykes and Queers” and 
expect no resistance. In 33% 
of the reports, simply blowing 
your whistle stopped them 
dead in their tracks and caused 
them to flee. Your response to 


NOW to 
Hit Chicago 

The National Organization 
for Women (NOW) is organiz¬ 
ing a massive ERA ratification 
march in Chicago on May 10, 
to influence the upcoming vote 
of the Illinois legislature. Says a 
spokeswoman, “With the ERA 
deadline rapidly approaching, 
this is clearly our best and most 
critical chance to communicate 
to the nation the state of emer¬ 
gency of the Equal Rights 
Amendment.” 

In response to this political 
emergency, the San Francisco 
chapter has reservations on the

9. They will fly to Chicago for 
the march and rally and then 
return Saturday evening im¬ 
mediately afterwards so there 
will be no overnight expenses.

We 
need this grass-roots response 
reminiscent of the suffrage 
marches to link us with our 
history and carry on the 
present-day struggle for the 
constitutional rights of the 
Great Majority — WOMEN!” 


Lovely Sign 
Gets Axed 

Watertown, NY 

Reverend Daniel Lovely had 
a sign in front of his Watertown 
Baptist Temple. He used the 
sign to post his messages con¬ 
demning Gays, Jews, 
Mormons, Catholics, disco 
dancers and everyone else the 
reverend found in opposition 
to his narrow interpretation of 
Scripture. 

Neighbors did not particular¬ 
ly like the sign. The town re¬ 
fused to issue a permit for it. 
The Board of Supervisors noti¬ 
fied the reverend that the sign 
was in violation of the law. 

But because of high legal 
fees, the authorities held off 
arresting the offending rever¬ 
end. 

But a chain saw accomplish¬ 
ed what the town’s elders could 
not. Rev. Lovely awoke one 
February morning to find his 
sign gone, the wooden sup¬ 
ports neatly cut. 

An anonymous message to 
the Watertown Daily Times 
cited Scripture to explain the 
act: “ ‘A fool’s mouth is his 
own destruction, and his lips 
are the snare of his soul’ Pro¬ 
verbs 18:7.” 

From SYRACUSE GAY LIGHT 
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Gay Bloc Nixes Kennedy 
as Cal Demo Choice 


The Gay Caucus blocked the 
California Democratic Coun¬ 
cil, meeting in Los Angeles the 
last weekend in March, from 
endorsing Sen. Edward Ken¬ 
nedy for President. Kennedy, 
with 59.2 percent of the vote, 
fell short of the two-thirds ma¬ 
jority needed for endorsement. 
Governor Brown (no longer a 
Presidential candidate) receiv¬ 
ed 14 percent of the vote, with 
unanimous support of the Gay 
Caucus. President Carter re¬ 
ceived no votes at all. 


The Gays’ vote for Governor 
Brown was “to demonstrate 
. . that we repay those who 
support us . . . and to point that 
out to other political people as 
well,” said Newton Dieter, 
Southern California Gay activ¬ 
ist and television talk show 
host. 

Morris Kight, founder of Los 
Angeles’ Stonewall Democratic 
Club, said he hopes to see 
Kennedy “relate in more cre¬ 
ative ways to our agenda.” 


Kennedy is chair of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which 
must consider the federal Gay 
Civil Rights Bill and an amend¬ 
ment to the Immigration Act 
which currently bars foreign 
Gays from entering the U.S. 

The Gay Caucus tried 
unsuccessfully to block en¬ 
dorsement of Alan Cranston 
for the U.S. Senate, since 
Cranston has neither co¬ 
sponsored the Gay rights bill 
nor spoken out on the Gay 
ordinance controversy shaping 
up in Santa Clara County. 

The CDC’s failure to endorse 
a Presidential candidate frees 
the state’s Democratic clubs to 
individually choose the Demo¬ 
cratic contender of their choice. 

Members of the three local 
Gay Democratic clubs attended 
the convention and at week’s 
end were mounting local drives 
to boost Kennedy in the June 
Primary. 

Similarly, Gay Democrats 
were placing their names in the 
hopper as pro-Kennedy con¬ 
vention delegates. That caucus 
will be held the first week in 
May.

Whistle awareness and self- 
defense was the subject of a rap 
given at Gay Rap Tuesday, 
March 25, by Martin Van 
Horne of the Butterfly Brigade. 
More than one in seven per¬ 
sons attending bought a 
whistle. 

The session dealt with the 
whistle response method of 
stopping street attacks and with 
ways to avoid being attacked. 
Simple non-violent group re¬ 


straint techniques were cov¬ 
ered, and a demonstration was 
given of less-than-non-violent 
means of self-protection when 
all else fails. 

The Butterfly Brigade is a 
non-profit work that asks Gays 
to sell whistle for $1 each at 
public events. “Please give two 
hours of your time so that hun¬ 
dreds more will have the 
means to give two minutes of 
their time to sound the alarm 
and stop or prevent an attack,” 
asks spokesman Ben Gardiner.

Santa Clara Valley Coalition 
Expenses & Salaries Explained 

by Gene Earl 


In an article in the April 1980 
newsletter put out by the Con¬ 
cerned Republicans for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights, statements were 
made that “The two lovers run¬ 
ning the Santa Clara Coalition 
are not doing bad for them¬ 
selves these days. Seems from 
press reports, they are taking 
$4,000 a month in salaries. 
One of them owns a print 
shop, and guess who got the 
‘low bid.’ ” This information is 
not correct. The facts are: 

Johnie Staggs and Rosalie 
Nichols, the two lovers the arti¬ 
cle is talking about, own a firm 
called Johnik Enterprises. A 
salary of $2,500 is paid to 
Johnie Staggs through Johnik 
Enterprises for her work as Co¬ 
alition Campaign Manager, a 
FULL TIME' job, one that 
keeps Johnie Staggs and Rosa¬ 
lie Nichols running for 17 to 19 
hours a day. $800 per month is 
paid to David Treadwell, as 
Coalition office manager, and a 
fee of $1,200 per month is paid 
to Douglas & Associates, a pro¬ 
fessional public relations firm, 
for the Coalition. The above 
amounts come to $4,500. 

Ms. Atlas Press, a firm 
owned by Johnie Staggs, 
Rosalie Nichols, and a third 
partner, does most of the print¬ 
ing for the Coalition, some of 
which they have to farm out to 
other printers at a higher price 
than their own cost. The Coali¬ 
tion receives a break on the 
printing cost, and out of the 
total gross sales for the month 


from Ms. Atlas Press (that in¬ 
cludes jobs done for other cus¬ 
tomers) 10% is donated back 
to the Coalition. Out of their 
$2,500, Johnie and Rosalie 
pay for all their own expenses 
occurred on behalf of the Co¬ 
alition, such as tickets and 
other items given for the Coali¬ 
tion. They also make donations 
out of this money, such as the 
recent Skate-A-Thon given by 
Lee Stanford, where he roller 
skated from San Francisco to 
San Jose; Johnie and Rosalie 
donated $100. For the months 
of February and March, 
1980, they donated $1,000 to 
the Coalition, and $600 
through the 10-for-10 Program 
(a program designed to raise 
money for the Coalition). 

The only time Johnie and 
Rosalie have been reimbursed 
by the Coalition for expenses 
was a recent trip to Seattle for 
the Coalition. Johnie was reim¬ 
bursed her expenses, BUT 
Rosalie paid her own way. The 
Coalition would be hard- 
pressed to find qualified, full 
time people at the same 
money. Johnie and Rosalie 
have put their hearts and souls 
into the project and are worth 
every dime they, receive. The 
last person to have Johnie’s job 
was Roger Lee; he cost $2,500 
for half-time work.

One of the Best in the ACT Repertoire

It’s a time of innocence when 
gay still meant happy and the 
Fourth of July was a national 
holiday, not just a day off from 
the job. And the place is a large 
small-town in Connecticut in 
which the felicitous A.C.T. 
production of Eugene O’Neill’s 
only comedy, AH, WILDER¬ 
NESS, weaves its beguiling 
story. O’Neill was a verbose 
playwright, and if his trenchant 
humor carries on a bit too long, 
the spritely production as 
directed by Allen Fletcher en¬ 
snares us in its web and keeps 
us entranced for more than two 
hours. 

Although the story does not 
move very far from beginning 
to end, the wonderful charac¬ 
ters O’Neill has created and the 
general congenial loving atmo¬ 
sphere of the Miller family are 
sufficient to move us consider¬ 
ably. It’s July 4, 1906, and the 
Miller household is readying to 
take a holiday drive in the 


Oldsmobile. Except for Rich¬ 
ard, who at 16, is plighting a 
passionate-but-pure troth to 
Muriel Macomber, the daugh¬ 
ter of one of the largest adver¬ 
tisers in Richard’s father’s 
newspaper. Richard has sent 
her mushy selections from 
classic poems which her 
starchy father discovers and 
finds extremely prurient. The 
curmudgeon storms in and tells 
Nat Miller that not only is he 
forbidding his daughter from 
seeing Richard again, he is re¬ 
moving his advertising from the 
newspaper. A letter he forced 
Muriel to write supplies young 
Richard with the answer to his 
fondest adolescent hope: to 
die gloriously in the name of 
true love. 

Although obviously more 
eloquently phrased, the family 
upsets are comparable to epi¬ 
sodes from TV’s “Ozzie and 
Harriet” or “Father Knows 
Best.” And God knows father

The Tin Drum 

Some novels are by their 
very nature untranslatable to 
the screen. Gunter Grass’ THE 
TIN DRUM seemed to be one 
of those books that even the 
most intelligent, ambitious 
director could not surmount. 
Nevertheless, Volker Schlon- 
dorff’s film version of the 21- 
year old novel successfully 
tackles the difficult cinematic 
adaptation and while not pos¬ 
sessing the subtleties of Grass’s 
written word and phrase, it has 
its own intriguing textures and 
ambiguities to make it in its 
own way just as daring and in¬ 
ventive as the book. 

While Scholondorffs narra¬ 


tive style ensnares us immedi¬ 
ately in the story — told in 
voice overs in English and sub¬ 
titles — his emotional detach¬ 
ment from the characters keeps 
us from ever getting totally in¬ 
volved. Towards the latter half 
of the two hour-twenty minute 
picture, we begin to drift in and 
out, our curiosity maintained 
just to see how it will all end up. 

The immense story begins 
when our hero (?) is about to 
come into the world in Danzig, 
1924. In an incredible se¬ 
quence viewed from inside the 
womb at the time of birth, we 
meet Oskar who has already 
narrated his genealogy with a 
vignette about how his grand¬ 
mother met and mated with his 
grandfather. At the age of 


three, Oskar, already disgusted 
with adult duplicity, decides to 
stop growing. He feigns a fall 
down the cellar stairs to prove 
his lack of growth has some 
medical reason. 

He is given a tin drum which 
he uses to beat out his protests 
against civilization and, when 
anyone tries to take the drum 
away, he screams at the exact 
pitch required to break glass — 
a talent he uses as a sinister 
weapon. 

The powerful imagery of the 
novel has also been brought 
vividly to the screen, but its 
effect is excessively disturbing. 
The grotesque literary descrip¬ 
tions of eels squirming out of 
the eye sockets and mouth of a

keeps everybody happy to hide 
his own dissatisfaction with 
himself. Davis is a natural 
comedic performer who steals 
every scene he’s in as well as 
some extra applause. 

Allan Fletcher adroitly directs 
the play with a bow to the 
halcyon days in which it is set. 


To this end even scene 
changes are incorporated into a 
bemused turn-of-the-century 
snapshot entertainment. They 
carry the play and the hand¬ 
some Ralph Funicello sets 
along at a clipped pace making 
this one of the best productions 
in the A.C.T. repertoire.

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bizarre, the different. Some¬ 

times they succeed admirably; 
sometimes the failures are 
mind-boggling. Either way, 
Magic Theatre productions are 
always provocative. 

Epstein’s play has its bizarre

Magic Theatre’s 100th Production

Magic Theatre’s CHARLES THE IRRELEVANT by Martin Epstein 
through May 25. Andrea Baruch De La Prado and Peter Coyote star. 
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rotting horse’s head or Oskar 
being force-fed a broth or urine 
and boiled frogs are left to the 
imagination in the book. But 
on the screen, visually tran¬ 
scribed, they are not only in¬ 
tensified but end up calling 
attention to just themselves and 
not to whatever point they 
would further. And there are 
numerous scenes of freakish, 
monstrous, or overt ugliness to 
ceaselessly unsettle us. 

The story continues with 
Oskar’s narrative right until the 
end of World War II. (In the 
book it continued through Ger¬ 
many’s “economic miracle.”) It 
is then, at the grave of his 
father, whose death he’s 
caused, that Oskar decides 
with his whole family wiped 
out, he’s going to have to grow 
up and take care of himself. 

David Bennent, the 13-year 
old actor who plays Oskar with 
shuddering authority, captures 
the shrill and deformed essen¬ 
ces of a man-child. He brings to 
mind every “bad seed” 
monster child ever seen on the 
screen. But unlike CARRIE, 
DAMIEN, ROSEMARY’S 
BABY, and THE EXORCIST 
which featured kids who un- 
willfully became evil, Oskar 
precociously decides nastiness 
is his beat. His unscrupled in¬ 
humanity, his coldness, and his 
evil distance us totally from the 
character. He is unsettling and 
we want him to go away. His 
very presence bothers us — 
which is quite an accomplish¬ 
ment for young David Ben¬ 
nent. Figuring out just what 
Oskar represents symbolically 
— in fact, what many of the 
obvious allegorical references 
mean — is the paramount 
problem most of us will have in 
appreciating THE TIN DRUM. 

Schlondorffs cinematic style 
lets us walk out liking the film, 
but his narrative execution 
leaves us with nagging reserva¬ 
tions. “I liked THE TIN DRUM 
but now tell me why,” was how 
one person aptly noted the 
general feeling immediately 
after viewing the film. 

As tightly woven and com¬ 
pressed as this long film is, 
there is too much here to men¬ 
tally process. As visually stun¬ 
ning as it is, we cannot be ex¬ 
pected to synthesize what 
we’ve witnessed. We don’t ex¬ 
pect to be spoon-fed by the 
director, but a teeny amount of 
interpretations of symbols 
would have been nice. 

THE TIN DRUM is then a 
problematic film — worth the 
experience but not necessarily 
an infinitely satisfying one. 

Foxes 

A bad film in spite of itself, 
FOXES is yet another in the re¬ 
cent surfeit of Hollywood’s 
adolescent fetish. Four girls 
from broken middle class 
homes (is there an unbroken 
marriage in Los Angeles — 
moviemakers make us think 
not) live together in the bed¬ 
room of one (Jodie Foster). 
Their relationship is stronger 
than any has with their parents. 
It seems an odd match since all 
of the girls have such disparate 
backgrounds. One is a quiet 
dumpy kicl — the type that 
would be on the honors list if 
she ever went to school. 
(These are high school kids 
who only go to school for one 
scene at the beginning of the 
film.) Another is a mixed-up 
druggie with peroxide blond 
hair. The third of dubious ori¬ 
gin vamps in Frederick’s of 
Hollywood drag and the fourth 
(Jodie Foster) seems too intelli¬ 
gent to be hanging around with 
any of them.

and her confused mother (Sally 
Kellerman) in a typical Los 
Angeles plastic box apartment. 
The males in the foxes’ lives 
range from a good boy (Scott 
Baio) to a typically blonde 
supermarket box boy to motor¬ 
cycle trash. The film follows the 
girls around in claustrophobic 
closeup as they race around 
the Los Angeles basin flailing 
about. Along the way Casa¬ 
blanca Record and Filmworks, 
whose production this is, find 
devious ways to promote their 
roster of music stars. A poster 
of Kiss is mounted in an other¬ 
wise tastefully furnished apart¬ 
ment of a distasteful man that 
eventually marries the homely 
girl. A rock concert the girls at¬ 
tend has rock group Angel. 
And every chance allowable 
we hear Donna Summer sing 
“On the Radio” — even when 
it’s not appropriate for the 
moment. 

Lensed in a hazy soft-focus, 
the film has the look of some¬ 
thing Marlene Dietrich or Lu¬ 
cille Ball would expect. (Did 
they get a deal on out of date 
film or was this done on 
purpose?) 

Sally Kellerman who always 


seems to play neurotic 
divorced mothers is seen study¬ 
ing Plato and provides us with 
the most cogent line of the 
movie: “You’re all short 40 
year olds — and tough ones, 
too.” 

Indeed, the foxes are re¬ 
markably immature adolescent 
adults and if there is any sem¬ 
blance of fact in this film, it is a 
sad comment on American 
society. I think, however, that 
writer Gerald Ayres and direc¬ 
tor Adrian Lyne (a former com¬ 
mercials director) are 
somewhat insulated and that 
this intense microcosm they 
have depicted is a “Ripley’s Be¬ 
lieve It Or Not” phenomenon 
of a jaded Hollywood. The en¬ 
tire picture is a downer. There 
is no comic relief — intention¬ 
al, that is. The result is every- 
thingis blown way out of pro¬ 
portion — in addition to out of 
focus. We are left in a hyper¬ 
bolic vacuum with people we 
don’t care about and hope we 
never see again. You want to 
see foxes — go to the zoo. At 
those there you won’t get 
bored.

Radio City’s production is 
drawn strictly along the lines of 
the Walt Disney treatment of 
Snow White’s fairy tale. Ms. 
White is a perfectly charming 
ninny who talks to the wood- 


Prince Charming to show up 
on his stud — (whoops) — 
steed. Despite an audience of 
8,000 restless kids the show 
has a great deal of charm. 

The physical production is a 
knockout, made possible by 
the huge Radio City stage and 
the wonders of its technical 
stagecraft. It’s almost impos¬ 
sible not to succumb to the 
charm of old musical standards 
like “Whistle While You 
Work,” “Heigh Ho,” or the im¬ 
mortal “Some Day My Prince 
Will Come.” The Wicked 
Queen’s transformation into an 
evil witch was handled with 
stunning effect. The production 
is scheduled to tour to major 
American cities and is worth 
checking out. 

Mary Jo Salerno was appro¬ 
priately virginal as Snow 
White. Richard Bowne (astride 
his white horse) was dashing 
and properly chivalrous. A 
touch of high camp came from 
Anne Francine as the evil

raised a bit too much. These 
days Peter comes off as an agist 
little bastard. As one examines 
J. M. Barrie’s play about the 
boy who wouldn’t grow up one 
finds a fearful brand of adoles¬ 
cent narcissism not far remov¬ 
ed from the values of the Gay 
meat rack. But face facts. If you 
were stuck on an island with 
lots of little lost boys, what 
would you do? 

The new production of 
PETER PAN is a bit too slick 
and mechanical. I felt as if I 
were watching an industrial 
show and resented the speed 
with which the cast hurtled 
through the script. Sandy Dun¬ 
can is, to be sure, the perfect 
image of boyish youth; punk 
charm after a bath. But she 
lacks a certain wistful inno¬ 
cence which underlies Peter’s 
rebellion. Christopher Hewett 
was an extreme disappoint¬ 
ment as Captain Hook, mis¬ 
directed, and marching 
through his scenes with a con¬ 
trived manner which betrayed 
any touch of fantasy. I couldn’t 
wait for the crocodile to eat him 
up. 




















Of course it is impossible to 
escape comparisons to the per¬ 
formances of Mary Martin and 
Cyril Ritchard which were seen 
for many years on TV. Both of 
those performers captured the 
essence of magic behind the 
spirit of Pan, adding a touch of 
gentle, teasing make-believe to 
the proceedings. The current 
production is just a bit too cut 
and dried. 

The flying sequences remain 
a special attraction in any per¬ 
formance of PETER PAN. 
These were handled with skill 
by Peter Foy, especially one 
final flight out into the audience 
during the curtain calls. The 
magic of PETER PAN is its abil¬ 
ity to reduce every person in 
the theater to a child once 


more. No matter what age the 
viewer might be, the minute 
the windows of the Darling’s 
house fly open to reveal a star- 
studded night and the music 
swells in a crescendo, the hair 
on your back stands on end. 
When Peter makes his en¬ 
trance, flying up and out at the 
audience, the house goes ba¬ 
nanas. And at the end of the 
show, (many years later) when 
Peter returns to look for 
Wendy, I found myself pound¬ 
ing the armrest of my seat in 
anticipation as those windows 
flew open one last time. Deep 
down inside, I suppose I still 
want to go to Never Never 
Land with him.

Chris Tanner and Goef Mor¬ 
gan, men’s movement singers 
and songwriters, will be per¬

Tanner and Morgan’s music 
supports the struggle against 
sexism in its broadest sense and 
strives for a more positive vi¬ 
sion of masculinity.

Coming of Age 
... and Out... 
in the 70’s 

On Castro Street, The Jaguar, 
and My Identify as a Man 

by Paul Breazeale 


My name is Paul. I am 27 
years old. From the time I was 
16 growing up in the frenetic 
60’s until now, I knew mine 
was not an easy or ordinary 
life. About 1969 began what 
was to become a series of psy¬ 
chiatric appointments for me 
which became, in the end, one 
more way of society’s feeble at¬ 
tempt at trying to help me out 
with tradition. American tradi¬ 
tion. But consider my personal 
frustration in addition to what 
You probably went through: 
maintaining mental and emo¬ 
tional equilibrium became but a 
secondary task to a young 
manic-depressive without 
Lithium as compared to keep¬ 
ing self-composure in the 
sexo-supressive atmosphere of 
the 50’s and 60’s. Bear in 
mind, survival found its own 
techniques. 

At the age of five I had a 
boyhood lover. An old B&W 
photo taken in 1958 would 
convince even the straightest 
doubting Thomas of the valid¬ 
ity of this relationship. Parents 
and old friends can attest to the 
strength of this relationship 
even today, twenty-two years 
after my dad’s camera caught 
us literally arm in arm ... we 
posed it with pleasure, confi¬ 
dentially. 

Where psychiatry only 
served to muddy the picture, it 
was Richard Nixon’s “America” 
and Spiro Agnew’s “silent 
majority” which brought the 
teenage-pubescent finally to 
his knees and to the throne of 
the Creator: “Can my love be 
wrong? All Powerful ... Is 
there something wrong with 
me?” As you sit and read this 
article to the music on the juke 
box, Cafe Traffic shuffles in 
and out. Let’s compare notes: 

Contrast these gut reactions 
of my own life with yours. 
Johnny Carson except from 
monologue of two years ago: “I 
went to a party the other night 
in Beverly Hills, and as it 
turned out the hostess and I 
were the only two people there 
who were straight. We sat and 
talked old times. . .” No joke in 
history could have existed 
which could get a bigger gut- 
laugh from the audience. And 
yet even the very terms of the 
joke, “GAY” apd 
“STRAIGHT,” were not part of 
the common language a short 
time ago. Publicity, yes! Prog¬ 
ress, maybe. The movement 
barely had wings! 

Getting back to me. I came 


for a way to cope — could 
there be anyplace for me on 
earth? Scott McKenzie had al¬ 
ways left a dream hanging in 
my mind. “If you’re going to 
San Francisco, be sure to wear 
some flowers in your hari. . 
Just the very thought of such a 
place was a comfort on a lonely 
boy’s night back East. Needless 
to say, my first Gay Day 
Parade and Castro Street Fair 
brought more than tears of joy 
to my heart; I was practically 
out there fighting in the streets 
against the naive critic-sister 
Anita, and I chanted the 
praises of freedom and love at 
the foot of the Baptist churches 
in a last minute NO ON SIX 
blitz! You might say I changed! 
And then Harvey. I met him 
only once outside victory cam¬ 
paign headquarters in a grey- 
cozy sweat-suit. SEVEN 
YEARS! THE MANIC- 
DEPRESSIVE BASTARD 
ONLY GOT SEVEN YEARS!!! 
MANIC? Come talk to me. 

In the three years since my 
first Gay Day Parade, I have 
spent two years of it (total) in 
the city: on Castro, on Polk, 
and through the Folsom dis¬ 
trict. I consider these three sec¬ 
tions of “Gay” San Francisco to 
be three typical life- 
arrangements in homosexual 
America today. Surely you can 
think of other groupings Gays 
are taking around the world 
today. We are diverse; we live 
in exciting, changing times; we 
have clear-cut directions, and 
yet we remain unsure. Rightly 
so, I might add. We have the 
“Gay image” Castro; we have 
a melting Jello-Biafresque 
Polk-punk and disco street and 
we have a leather brothers (in¬ 
cluding my torturous third 
lover, I might add) who are the 
only ones man enough to 
admit: It’s not just what’s 
in the strap, it’s whose got it 
in the hand that counts. We 
have life; we have VD; we 
have the clinic ... WE HAVE 
LIFE. We have love; we have 
space to grow. We have love. 
We have! 

Now, after three years’ im- 
mersal in the Gay lifestream 
from coast to coast, I feel I 
know where I’m coming from. 
After a series of shrink-couches 
and strokes of misfortune, I 
only regret my direct-to-flesh 
experience with life didn’t begin 
back at age sixteen. But 
wouldn’t it all have led to some 
Savior’s couch in the end any¬ 
way? But back in ’69 there was 
no Gay lifestyle, there were 
only homos, and we all know 
what they were like. I’ve seen

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bathhouse walls to false 
evangelists preaching hellfire 
instead of love and new under¬ 
standing. I’ve seen it in the 
bars, but I’ve also heard it in the 
Gay Freedom Day Marching 
Band, etc., etc., doesn’t every 
man, Gay or straight, have a 
uniqueness to tell? 

I am Paul. I am a man. It is 
my manliness I question today, 
NOT my validity as a man. The 
questions of “masculinity,” 
what it is to be “male” and 
whether or not it is important to 
“try to be a man” are rhetori¬ 
cal. In a free society that is 
largely ill from its own vomit, is 
not San Francisco a happy 
hunting ground for all those 
who seek to learn and desire 
change in a world gone amok 
around them? Come to one of 


our parades or street fairs, if we 
can’t put you on stage, I know 
somewhere we’ll make you feel 
wanted. 

A man needs space to ex¬ 
plore, yet, admittedly, a 
healthy man needs limitations. 
A young, budding homosexual 
(man or woman) needs all 
forms of freedom to develop 
into a human being. And from 
my own experience I know a 
man should be encouraged to 
maintain his life of exploration. 
Only can one thus become an 
individual and develop into a 
mature person commanding 
the respect of his fellow man. 

The books inside a bookshop 
often attest to the strength of 
character and dignity of the 
shop’s owners. Of course the 



voice of the surrounding com¬ 
munity must be heard and 
proper controls administered. 
But consider the Castro area’s 
Jaguar Book Store. If the male 
magazines lining the entrance¬ 
way room spell death or 
danger to you, come take an¬ 
other look! We need your sup¬ 
port. Not to support the Jag is 
not to support love. And not to 
support love is not to support 
life itself!

Portrait of 
A Survivor 


by James Andrew Nicholas 

Rape, attempted murder , and a “blame the victim” attitude on the 
part of State bureaucracy. The following is an interview with the man 
that faced those situations, coming out not only a survivor, but a 
winner. 

I had the privilege of meeting with a very special Gay man. He's 31, 
tall and striking, with a warm smile and a special sparkle in his eyes. 
Sensitive and intelligent, he played ball with the Gay Softball League, 
likes to go out to dance with friends, swimming, working out on his 
lunch hour, singing with the San Francisco Lesbian and Gay Men's 
Chorus. 

Don’s story is an inspirational one, a story of surviving and winning. 

A DRINK AFTER THE DANE 

JAN: Tell me what happened to you, what led up to your eventual battle with 
agencies that deal with victims of violent crime. 

Don: I was on Castro Street, I was playing with the Cay Softball League. We had just fin¬ 
ished a game and went to Castro Street, drinking at the opposite team’s bar. I was 
horny that day, and ran into David Likens, and expressed mutual interest. He 
wanted to have sex with me. I was into it, but he wanted to have a three-way with a 
friend, which I was not into at all. He persisted and I went along, when I shouldn't 
have. That’s the burden in life I have to bear. 

JAN: You had no way of predicting what would happen. 

BONDAGE AND STRANGULATION 

Don: No, except that he said that he did want to tie me up, bondage, which I had never 
done before, and I told him I wasn’t sure I could get into it because I don’t like to 
feel helpless. So I had reservations about that, but he assured me that everything 
would be fine. I relented, and we left, and went up to this guy’s house on Twin 
Peaks somewhere, and drove into the garage, got out, and went upstairs. 

They took off their clothes, I was in the bathroom. Then David said okay, lie down 
on the bed, bn your stomach, and he started to tie me up. As I was being tied up, I 
thought to myself, what are you getting yourself into? And sure enough. David 
Likens started fucking me, and that was fine, but his friend wanted to fist fuck me, 
and I said no, that there was no way I could get fist fucked. This guy kept saying 
he wanted to fist fuck me, he wanted to fist fuck me. David, I guess, was going to 
show his friend a good time or something. He went into the closet and came out 
with a tie, and put it around my neck and started strangling me. At this point I 
thought, well, these guys can’t be serious, they’re just bluffing. So I was calling 


their bluff. 

This guy’s roommate, David’s friend’s name was Bob, came in. Not into the bed¬ 
room, but into the house, I heard the front door open and I started to scream for 
help. I was being strangled to death. The guy just walked around the house for a 
minute or so, and left. 

David said okay, that’s it, and started strangling me real hard. A blood vessel in mv 
nose popped, and then was blood all over. I thought It was from my throat, and I 
started to feel that I was going to go unconscious. I just said okay, do what you 
want to do. I just wanted to stay akvt. 

And they did. with a little bit of effort to me, I had tightened up, this whole time 
this bastard was trying to force his hand up my ass. And then to try to relax and let 
him was almost impossible. So he forced his hand up there, and that was it. He just 
stuck his hand up there and made me tell him how wonderful it was, how much I 
loved it. and of course I did everything he said. Then I asked David if he would fist 
fuck me, I hated that other guy, I didn’t want him in there, I just wanted to get his 
hand out of there, so David fist fucked me. 

I don’t understand it myself, I don’t know what anyone can get out of just sticking 
his hand up there, what are you going to do once it’s up there? I just don’t under¬ 
stand what the big deal is. I suppose if you’re into it. that’s the thing, I’m just not 
into that at oil, I told them, I said why don’t you go down there and pick someone 
that’s into that. 

So my trust in my fellow Gay man was shattered for a while. 

David stuck his hand up there and took it out, and went to the bathroom to clean 
up, leaving me lying there, all tied up, lying just kind of draped off of the bed. It 
was terribly painful for me. joints all stretched out. I kept asking, please untie me, 
please untie me, and the guy (Bob) sold, well, David’s going to have to do that. So 
when he came out of the bathroom I said, would you please untie me? He finally 
did, and I sort of rolled over in bed and curled up, trying to get myself back to¬ 
gether — he thought I was doing something I shouldn’t have done, he said don’t do 
that, don’t try to get pity from us. 

I asked, could I take a shower, David let me shower. It was a trip in the shower, 
seeing blood and little pieces of myself go down the drain. David was standing there 
very concerned, holding a towel, waiting for me to get out of the shower. 

JAN: He was acting concerned about you? 

Don: He liked me, for some reason he liked me, and I think that probably is the only rea¬ 
son I’m alive. After we got dressed and were in the car, they took me down the hill 
to my car. He said, well, I hope I’ll see you again some time on Castro Street, you’re 
really the kind of guy I can get into fist fucking. I said well, maybe, we’ll see. I 
played along with everything they said. 

JAN: You really had your wits about you. You did what you needed to survive.

Don: That’s it, I’ll lower myself to any level, just to survive. 


I wrote down the license number of the guy’s car, and drove home. My eyes were 
totally red, the whites were totally red, from the strangulation, around them it was 
all puffy with broken blood vessels. 


If I had been aware of what I was getting into, I would never have done it. I was 
dealing with a psychopath. It was just a Sunday ofternoon trick on Castro Street. 
There was no indication by dress, or anything, that’s the trouble. 


AFTER IT’S OVER 

Don: I called up a friend of mine and he came over. He put me in touch with Don Knut¬ 
son (of Gay Rights Advocates) who put me in touch with Queen’s Bench. Queen’s 
Bench put me in touch with a psychotherapist, a Gay man in the Castro. He got me 
to file a police report. I wasn’t going to report it to the police. Someone from 
Queen’s Bench went down there with me, a Gay man, it really helped to talk to a 
Gay man. 

He convinced me that it w'uld be best, so no one would have to go through what I 
went through. And that’s really my main concern about this whole thing, my fellow 
Gay men, because I know how hard Gay life is on a Gay person, all through life, 
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especially growing up. Joe . . . (my psychotherapist) has helped me in this. I know 
all Gay people have gone through what I went through on one level or another, and 
we've got to help each other. 

JAN: You went to the police with someone from Queen’s Bench, where did you 
go? 

Don: We went to the sex crimes division, in the Hall of Justice. My Inspector was pretty 
understanding for a straight man, I didn’t feel victimized by him. I’m sure he had 
his own opinions, but at least he put on a front. I felt that he had sympathy for me. 

I noticed that especially when I called when I had seen David Likens’ picture in the 
paper. I was raped in May, and his picture was in the paper in December. After he 
was arrested, I saw the picture, and read the article, but I didn’t recognize him. Mv 
attorney called me and said, "Didn’t you see the picture in the paper?” It was David 
Likens, and the guy that raped me was David. She said, “Take a look at it, it could 
be old." And it was, it was from when he was in San Quentin. Sure enough, he was 
much chunkier in the picture, but he was the same person. I called and spoke to 
the Inspector, and he said, "I thought of you, but was afraid to call you because I 
didn’t want to put you through more, you’ve been through enough already. ” 

The ups and downs of this whole thing, finding David Likens’ picture, even before 
that I was in touch with the San Mateo police. Joe had told me about the "clone 
murders" even before they had a suspect. I offered my assistance through my ex¬ 
perience. I was almost dead myself. I could very easily have been killed. I was going 
to testify at the trials — in San Mateo it was a murder trial, here in San Francisco it 
was the assault and attempted murder trials. I was going to testify in both. 

JAN: How many others survived? 

Don: I don’t know, since there were assault and attempted murder trials set, there were 
some. I was going to testify, and that was a big thing. Having to be put on the 
stand and all that, I didn’t look forward to it at all. David Likens got me off the 
hook. He committed suicide in January 1979 in Redwood City Jail. Professing his 
innocence, naturally. 

JAN: What about the other guy. Bob? 

Don: I was investigating the other guy. I wanted him. I thought if he had done what he 
did to me, how many others were there? 

JAN: Did they ever find him? 

Don: Oh yeah! They had his address, license plate, the police interviewed him, but it 
would have been my word against his. The District Attorney’s office didn’t think it 
had a strong enough case to get a conviction. This was under Freitas. He evidently 
was quite scared, the police interviewed him three times, and my investigator inter¬ 
viewed him. He wrecked his car, and moved, and now no one knows where he is. 

JAN: How did he and David differ? 

Don: He was much more quiet, I didn’t like him at all. He didn’t say much, I guess I just 
don’t like him because he’s the one who wanted to fist fuck me so bad. 

REBUILDING A LIFE 

JAN: How did you deal with what happened to you? 

Don: I went to my doctor, he sent me to a proctologist. They checked me out and told 
my my sphincter muscle was damaged, bruised and torn, and if it didn’t mend and 
get stronger, there was an operation that could be performed. But it did heal. It 
was pretty hard though, I had to be close to the bathroom or that was it, there was 
no holding it, there was no muscle tone. Even now I don’t have the muscle control I 
once had. There were other things, I had the runs for months, which was brought 
on by the psychological effects, it was psychosomatic. I had upper Gl series, lower 
Gl series, four parasitic tests, finally my doctor said to cut out milk and see what 
happens. I did, and it went away. I can’t drink milk any more, and I love milk. 

JAN: After taking care of the physical effects you went to see Joe? 

Don: I saw him the first of June, a couple of weeks after it happened. He’s helped me 
through all the traumas along the way. 

JAN: What other kind of effects did it have on your life? 

Don: I moved away from the City, decided to get my life together, finding positive out¬ 
lets, doing things. Feelings, aggression, channeled into positive, constructive things. 

JAN: What kind of feelings were you channeling? You mentioned that you had 
been afraid to be on the street alone. 

Don: That was in the beginning, it was all a very gradual process. Just having sex, it was 
a monumental thing. The first time was like the very first time. 

JAN: How long after the event did you have sex? 

Don: It was about two or three months. 

JAN: Was it someone you knew? 

Don: No, as a matter of fact it wasn’t. It was someone I met near a bar I had decided to 
go to, he was from New York City, and we just started talking, went to my car, 
and talked for a couple of hours, and went to the Saint Francis where he was stay¬ 
ing. We had a couple of drinks, and got into it. 

JAN: So you had to establish a strong trust. 

Don. I had worked it out with Joe before. I had gotten together with one of my friends, a 
very close friend, getting in our underwear and giving each other back rubs, just 
feeling close to somebody and knowing that you can trust them. I didn’t know when 
I was going to have sex again. 

JAN: You should have a sense of accomplishment about the whole matter, there’s 
no place for guilt. 

Don; I don’t know how I did it, how they could do that, then just untie me and drive me 
back to my own car, as if it was a regular Sunday afternoon drive. I think it had 
something to do with David liking me. One of the things he said on the way down in 
the car was "I guess this is just a human flaw I have, but I can’t help feeling guilty 
about hurting you. ’’ 

JAN: It’s certainly an indication of his psychopathology that he considered caring 
about you as a flaw, rather than as a saving grace. 

COMPENSATION CLAIM 

JAN: How did you get involved in the Victim/Witness process, in making your 
claim for compensation with the State? 

Don: That was through Queen’s Bench. I wasn’t going to continue therapy if I was sup¬ 
posed to pay for it, I can’t afford that by any means. Joe encouraged me to go 
ahead since I was going to be compensated for it. I was going to do it alone, 
although I don’t think I would be in os good shape as I am today without help. I 
needed therapy to help me through all the mental twists and turns, I didn’t realize it 
then, but I do now. I don’t know what I would have done without Joe and Trev 
(attorney). 


JAN: What process did you go through in making your claim for compensation to 
victims of violent crime? 

Don: At Queen’s Bench, one of the attorneys sent me the application, I mailed it in, and 
then just waited, for almost a year, before they sent me another application. 

JAN: How extensive were the questions on the applications in terms of what hap¬ 
pened to you? 

Don: Not very. I think they just asked for an explanation of what happened, without go¬ 
ing into too much detail about it. When I applied, I didn’t know about David and 
the other victims, the murders, so that didn’t get on the forms. The second applica¬ 
tion came about eight or nine months after. I sent in the second application, which 
was much longer, more extensive. I had to do my taxes and attach documentation 
of expenses; it was a month or two after that that they sent me the rejection. It 
gave me ten days to pie my appeal. 

REJECTION 

JAN: What did the rejection say? 

Don: It was one of those forms where there’s an X by the appropriate paragraph, just 
that my claim was rejected because of my contributing to the crime. They were 
saying "We don’t have the power to judge you, but you’re guilty. ” 

JAN: What was the next step in the process? 

Don: Receiving the notice of my hearing to appeal the decision. The prst one was set for 
March 1 7 in Los Angeles. They called and said that they had made a mistake, look¬ 
ing at something about Los Angeles when they meant Sacramento. Then my attor¬ 
ney called and asked if we could have a hearing in San Francisco. But they only 
come here quarterly, and the next opening for a hearing would have been in 
December. 

JAN: It’s been almost two years now, what effects do you still feel? 

Don: It’s still pretty recent. I just got the rejection from the State and that brought up all 
the feelings again, especially the guilt. Because the State was saying yeah, you’re 
guilty, I had been getting over it gradually, and the State comes and says no. That 
really blew me away. I immediately called Joe, called Trev, they just couldn’t believe 
it. Since I have access to a law library where I work, I went immediately to look up 
the law, and the exact subsection I knew they were aplying.

Don: How if the victim goes along with it. 
contributes to the situation, which al¬ 
most any victim does to some extent.

Don: Two or three weeks. But I’m sure that 
it was the next day, after getting Joe’s 
letter, by the timing. 


JAN: What did the examiner say when 
he called you? 


Don: He asked if I was going to be at the 
hearing, and I said yes, definitely. He 
said don’t, don’t bother. I’m changing 
my recommendation to allow this 
claim. I was just flabbergasted, I 
couldn’t believe it. He had just receiv¬ 
ed my therapist’s report, and he was 
convinced that a crime did take place, 
and that I was lucky to be alive. He 
said there won’t be a hearing, that his 
recommendation (to allow the claim) 
would go to the board, and they usual¬ 
ly act on his recommendation. 


I called my attorney, and she said, 
"That’s the best news I’ve had in 
months. ” I decided initially, not to tell 
Joe, since we had an appointment. I 
went out and bought him flowers, and 
went to the session, and he was just so 
happy, there was a big hug. His hugs 
are very reinforcing. They sure have 
helped me a lot, so many times that’s 
all you need, just a hug and a feeling 
of reassurance . . . just someone say¬ 
ing it’s all right, you’re going to make 
it, you’re okay. 


So, Don made it. He survived at¬ 
tempted murder and rape at the 
hands of a very sick man, they 
physical and psychological after- 
math, and the bureaucratic maze 
victims of violent crime find them¬ 
selves in. In addition to his own 
strength and perseverance, Don 
credits the help of his attorney, 
with what he calls her ",righteous 
indignation, ” the support of friends 
and the help of his psychotherapist.

Bent 

by Martin Sherman

We of the lavendar world 
have long sought the emotion¬ 
al appeal of a dramatic symbol 
of oppression that is peculiar to 
us. A number of groups have 
flirted with using arrows, circles 
and various Greek symbols that 
only Greek scholars could un¬ 
derstand. But in the last few 
years the pink triangle has 
erupted violently into the 
awareness of Gay men and 
women. This modest little 
shape was employed by the 
Nazis in concentration camps 
to appear on the bottom of the 
pants worn by Gay prisoners. 
(The sceme was as follows: 
Jews wore yellow, political 
prisoners wore red, and crimi¬ 
nals appeared with green tri¬ 
angles.) The pink triangle was 
the symbol of the lowest form 
of humanity. So death was the 
ultimate put down. (A book on 
the German treatment of Gays 
will appear in June.) 

American playwright Martin 
Sherman has fashioned a hor¬ 
rifying nightmare that only 
awakens us with a heartrending 
climax. 

Bent opens in the early 
1930’s in Berlin. The Night of 
The Long Knives (a drive 
against Gays) is unleashed. 
Max and Rudy, two young 
German Gays are captured 
and sent to Dachau. Most of 
the action of the play unfolds 
here. Max is forced into 
becoming a vicious animal in 
order to obtain a yellow star, 
which means he will receive 
better treatment. This results in 
the murder of Rudy. Max, and 
Horst, another prisoner he 
meets, battle against all odds in 
a work area where they move 
rocks back and forth. In a now 
controversial and moving 
scene, Max and Horst make 
love verbally under the noses 
of the guards. 

The action reads quickly and 
the dialogue is often short and 
direct. But even when Bent is 
being passively read, the innate 
power of Max and his dilemma 
lunges off the page and burns 
itself into the mind of the 
reader. 


Sightseeing in Vancouver: 

The city alone offers lots to see. 
Don’t miss the spectacularly 
designed new Law Courts and 
the adjacent City Centre with 
its skating rink. Stanley Park, a 
1000-acre park within easy 
walking distance from The Inn 
at Denman Place or Bayshore 
Inn — but you won’t get too far 
into the park just walking. A car 
or bicycle would be most prac¬ 
tical here so that you can stop 
at the Tea House or visit the 
Totem poles. Or do as many 
locals do — jog. There is also a 
zoo here, but I can’t even stand 
the concrete of the famed San 
Diego Zoo, so I can’t tell you 
anything about the Vancouver 
Zoo. But I do hear that the fruit 
bats are worth a look-see.

vention delegates in four south 
Florida Congressional Districts. 
Campbell contrasted Ken¬ 
nedy’s position with that of the 
Carter-Mondale campaign, 
which supported Gay rights in 
1976, but declined even to 
send a representative to this 
year’s forum. 

Kennedy was represented at 
the forum by former Congress¬ 
man and Ambassador Allard 
K. Lowenstein of New York, 
leader of the anti-war move¬ 
ment to dump President John¬ 
son in 1968. 

In a spirited question-and- 
answer session, Lowenstein 
defended Kennedy’s record on 
Gay rights. While the Senator 
has only recently addressed the 
issue on a national level, he 
said, Kennedy has long de¬ 
fended the civil rights of Gay 
people in Massachusetts. 

According to media spokes¬ 
man G. Michael McKay, the 
toughest questioning was re¬ 
served for Miamian Owen 
Jones, representing the cam¬ 
paign of conservative Republi¬ 
can Congressman Philip 
Crane. Jones said that his 
candidate supports human 
rights in general, but opposes 
ERA, abortion and specific ac¬ 
tions in support of Gay rights. .

The French star of HOTTER THAN HELL. 


Don’t make the mistake I did 
and see the co-feature at the 
Nob Hill first. It’s deadly. Arrive 
in time for HOTTER THAN 
HELL, a great film, and then 
head for the back room, hit the 
streets, or go to a bar. Any¬ 
thing. Just don’t willingly sit 
around for PRISONER FOR 
LIFE. Watching this turkey is 
like doing time. 

PRISONER FOR LIFE is at 
least eight years old, likely old¬ 
er, and was rank when new. A 
cast of dogs crawls through 
their tired paces which are 
murkily lit and unsteadily 
filmed. This is sure-fire head¬ 
ache material, although there is 
some unintentional humor. 
The famous piercing scream of 
Pink Floyd’s “Ummagumma” 
(new at the time) erupts at the 
exact moment a dildo disap¬ 


pears up an asshole. I felt like 
emitting several screams myself 
during this wretched recital of 
the supposed horrors of prison 
life. My screams would stem 
from the movie’s stupidity of 
script, poorly performed sex 
and unaesthetic actors as well 
as the boredom the movie in¬ 
duces and a strong need to es¬ 
cape the theater. I’d forgotten 
that I’d seen this movie so long 
ago. Seeing it again, I realized 
that forgetfulness was the best 
state of affairs. 

HOTTER THAN HELL was 
worth the earlier travail. One of 
the few movies that lives up to 
the promise of a lurid title, it left 
me panting for more. Indeed, 
my only complaint is that it 
seemed too short. How time 
flies when you’re stiff.

I was momentarily put off at 
the beginning of HOTTER 
THAN HELL by a notice dedi¬ 
cating it to Jacques Morali. 
Sure enough, two-thirds of the 
soundtrack consists of The Vil¬ 
lage People droning on about 
their joy at being the way they 
are, and the fact that they’re 
super-butch. But HTH is a 
French movie, and the French 
take disco seriously, especially 
The Village People. I do seem 
to remember an awful lot of 
Gay Americans taking the first 
Village People album seriously, 
only to find subsequent VP al¬ 
bums doing the taking. Well, 
they’re history now (or almost, 
for we still have to live through 
their movie; perhaps I’ll review 
it in this column), but we get a 
last shot of them in HTH. For¬ 
tunately, the men in the flick 
are handsome and butch, and 
the sex more than sufficiently 
exciting, to make the sound¬ 
track unobtrusive. 

As I said, this is a French 
movie. Its American distribu¬ 
tors have added a short printed 
explanation at the beginning. 
Paul, it says, has come to New 
York from Paris in search of his 
lover Jerome, who’s having 
such a good time he hasn’t 
even written. Almost every¬ 
thing else is in French, so what 
we have is the interesting no¬ 
tion of a foreign film about New 
York. Paul knows just where to 
look for Jerome, and searches 
through all the lowest dives of 
New York. And believe me, in 
New York a dive can get pretty 
low. It’s possible, too, that 
Paul’s memory of Jerome’s 
cock and ass is better than his 
recollection of Jerome’s face. 
Paul isn’t satisfied with merely 
looking for Jerome, and in a 
Braille inspired manner, he 
samples the wares of every¬ 
body he comes across. (Pun 
intended.) 

A brief description of Paul 
must suffice or I’ll rave on for 
pages. He’s utterly gorgeous, 
thickly mustached, incredibly 
masculine, and ruthless during 
sex. Seems like Jerome should 
be out looking for him! Tricks 
are drawn to him with the in¬ 
evitability of Princess Aurora to 
her spinning wheel. And like 
the Princess, they’re in for a 
whammy of a prick. 

A taxi driver picks up Paul at 
the airport and soon has him 
moving to the front seat for a 
more elaborate pick up. This 
taxi driver has the body of a 
demi-god, with a washboard 
abdomen and granite buttocks. 
They pull off the road and in a 
moment of fast editing are next 
seen naked in a meat-packing 
plant. There’s a pile of meat in 
the corner of the room, and 
two piles of meat, live, in the 
middle of the room, fucking in 
slaughterhouse frenzy. This 
Frenchman, uncut and furious, 
could spell my doom any day. 

Other sexual scenes follow 
quickly, profuse and intense. 
The plot scenes have been edit¬ 
ed out, but since we know Paul 
is looking for Jerome we don’t 
need them. Jerome may be 
found on the piers, where 
Paul’s sex with a trick is watch¬ 
ed by a voyeuristic cop. He 
may be found in a nameless 
bar. Here the sex just skirts WS 
and barely avoids FF, but in¬ 
cludes a 4-way in the john 
which features the Gold Medal 
Champion Orgasm, so impres¬ 
sive that it should have been 
shown twice. 

The search for Jerome leads 
)through several other johns, 
bars, and even a nude disco, 
without his turning up. The taxi 
driver returns for a much ap¬ 
preciated encore, and then 
Paul sets out for the Spike. This 
bar is similar to the Mineshaft or 
Anvil in being a sexual free-for- 


all. The Spike is presided over 
by Camille O’Grady, who de¬ 
livers an incredible perform¬ 
ance. The sound recording 
doesn’t do justice to her music, 
but the force of her presence is 
astonishingly clear. The scene 
is banal enough at first. Here’s 
Ms. Satan screeching about lust 
and degradation in some 
wretched gutter bar while peo¬ 
ple around her play out heavily 
costumed sex trips. This has 
more of the Halloween cha¬ 
rade about it than the force of 
fantasy. But as Camille and her 
band improvise weird and 
apocalyptic music, play-acting 
disappears. The scene builds to 
bacchanalian heights, Camille 
wailing, men flailing, every sex¬ 


ual fantasy being played out for 
real. At the peak of this mad¬ 
ness Paul enters, recognizes 
Jerome, and drags him out. 
There’s a quick cut to Paul’s 
apartment where the two fuck 
with the most animalistic pas¬ 
sion I’ve ever seen. These two 
smash into each other with the 
necessity of nuclear fission. 
What a finale! 

I’d like to see more movies 
featuring the man who played 
Paul, but for now another visit 
to HOTTER THAN HELL 
won’t hurt. If you’ve been to 
the bowels of New York, it 
probably hasn’t been with such 
intense men, and if you haven’t 
here’s the ticket. Take it.
